Manilla.  Felt.  27,  6:1,".  p.  m.— The  Span- 
ish commissioners,  Senors  Hosalio  and 
Alogado,  were  permitted  to  pass  our 
lines  to  confer  with  Aguinaldo  with, 
reference  to  the  Spanish  prisoners  at 
Malalo.s.  They  returned  through  the 
lines  this  morning,  near  Caloocan,  with 
sealed  dispatches  for  the  Spaniards. 
They  said  Aguinaldo  and  Sandiko  are 
both  at  Malalos. 

THE  JUNTA  PROCLAIMS  AGAIN. 

Another  Virulent  Anti- American   De- 
cree Is  Promulgated. 

Hong  Kong.  Feb.  L'T.— The  Filipino 
government  has  issued  another  virulent 
anti-American  decree,  in  which  the  fol- 
lowing passages  occur: 

"The  American  guns  respect  neither 
honor  nor  property,  but  barbarously 
massacre  women  and  children. 

"Manilla  has  witnessed  the  most  hor 
rible  outrage.M,  Lonfiscating  the  proper- 
ties and  savings  of  the  people  at  th.? 
P<  int  of  the  bayonet,  and  shooting  ihi? 
defenseles.s.  accompanied  by  odious  acts 
of  alK>mination.  repugnant  barbarism 
and  racial  hatred  worse  than  the  do- 
ings m  Carolina.  T'nle.«?s  you  conjure  a 
hol>  war  for  independence  you  are  only 
wi  rthy  to  be  slaves  and  pariahs.  Pro- 
clR-m  before  the  civilized  world  that 
yoi;  will  fight  to  the  death  against 
American  treachery  and  brute  force. 
Kven  the  women  should  If  necessary. 

"American  professions  and  promises 
are  pure  hypocrisy.  They  covet  the 
spoils  of  this  patrimony  of  our  race, 
wishing  to  implant  here  a  more  irritat- 
ing and  barbarous  dominion  than  In  the 
past." 


QUIET  IN  MANILLA. 


The    Only     Disturbance    Caused   By 
the  Enemy's  Sharpshooters. 

Manilla,  Feb.  Zl,  11:55  a.  m. — E.xcept 
for  an  occasional  volley  and  some  In- 
dividual firing  by  the  rebels  from  the 
jungle  near  Caloocan,  along  the  river 
and  in  the  vicinity  of  San  Pedro  Macati, 
all  was  quiet  along  the  entire  line  last 
night.  The  enemy's  sharpshooters  at 
Cai<KK'an  continue  to  annoy  the  sol- 
diers in  the  daytime,  but  the  Americans 
no  longer  pay  much  attention  to  them, 
reserving  their  fire  until  the  rebels  ap- 
pear In  the  open  in  sufficient  force  to 
justify  a  volley  or  an  occasional  shell. 

During  the  night  time  the  men  are  .«o 
accustomed  to  the  enemy's  salutes  that 
a  majority  of  them  remain  undisturbed, 
secured  by  the  outposts  and  sentries. 
In  Manilla  absolute  quiet  prevails,  the 
streets  are  deserted  and  the  only 
sounds  to  t>e  heard  after  7  o'clock  in  the 
evening  are  the  tramp  of  the  patrols 
and  sentries  an<l  the  o-ca-sional  clatter 
of  the  hoofs  of  an  officer's  horse.

The  Senale  Committee  Will

Th*  senate  commlt- 
t<M*  will  recoinmen'l  two  battleships,  two 
armored  cruisers  and  two  lltjht  cruis- 
ers. The  commlltw  will  not  recommend 
any  increa.'e  over  the  house  price  oi'  $44.") 
per  ton  for  armor. 

ON  TRIAL  FOR  MURDER. 


Trial  of  Baron  Von  Biedenfeld  Begins 
at  Chicago. 

f"^JicaKO,  Feb.  27.— Baron  Curt  E.  von 
IJledcnfeld  wa.s  placed  on  trial  today, 
charged  witli  the  murder  of  Constable 
rharles  McDonald  in  a  saloon  on  Nov.  22. 
The  trial  opened  before  a  large  crowd  of 
spectators,  including  a  number  of  people 
prominent  in  Chicago  society.  There  was 
no  preliminary  oratory.  The  impaneling 
of  a  jury  besan  at  once.  The  defense.  It 
Is  said,  will  make  no  attempt  to  deny  the 
.^hooting,  but  will  confine  Itself  to  estab- 
lishing the  former  good  reputation  of  the 
Imron.  It  will  be  brought  out  that  .Mc- 
Uonaid  repeatedly  threatened  Biedenfeld 
and  that  the  latter  w.is  In  constant  dan- 
KfT  of  his  life.  Along  these  lines  it  will 
lie  argupd  th.it  the  killing  was  Jusiliable 
humieide.  Mcr:)onald  was  formerly  a  de- 
tective for  an  agency  with  which  von 
IJiedenfeld  had  dealings.

GOVLRNOR  CHANGED. 


Gen.     Zurlinden     Moved    to 
Make  Place  For  a  Drey- 
fus Sympathizer. 

London,  Feb.  27.-  A  dispatch  from  Paris 
to  a  newspaper  here  says  its  correspon- 
cient  hears  that  President  I^oubet  has  al- 
ready signing  a  decree  removing  Gen. 
Zurlinden  from  the  post  of  military  gov- 
ernor of  Paris  and  appointing  Gen.  F'aure 
Biget,  commander  of  the  Sixteenth  at  my 
corps,  to  succeed  him.  The  latter  has 
Ijeen  a  consistent  uiiholder  of  the  inno- 
cence of  Dreyfus,  "rhere  Is  no  conlirma- 
tlon  of  this  statement  from  either  sources. 


FAVOR  OWNLRSHIP. 


House  Committee    Opposed 

to  the  Senate  Nicaragua 

Canal  Amendment. 

Washington,  Feb.  27.— Chairman  Bur- 
ton stated  after  the  meeting  of  the  river 
and  harbor  committee  that  the  sentiment 
of  tlie  committee  opposed  the  senate 
Nicaragua  canal  amendment  and  favored 
g(»vernment  construction  of  the  Nicaragua 
canal.  He  Introduced  resolutions  for  in- 
vestigation by  a  board  of  seven  engineers 
of  routes,  cost,  etc..  and  for  acquiring 
by  the  president  of  right-of-way  and  for 
an  appropriation  of  $1,(MMj.(>0()  for  surveys. 
Kxpress  provision  is  made  that  "in  no 
case  shall  any  obligation  be  incurred  or 
money  paid  to  any  company  or  indi- 
viilual"  for  rights,  etc.  This  will  be  pro- 
posed as  a  substitute  for  the  senate  Nic- 
aragua  canal  amendment. 


BOOKS  DOCTORED. 


Attorney  For  Senator  Quay 
Makes  This  Claim  Regard- 
ing Conspiracy  Case. 

Philadelphia,  Feb.  27.— Senator  Quay  on 
leaving  the  conrt  room  today  expressed 
his  disappointment  at  the  unexpected 
deferring  of  his  trial.  He  declined  to  dis- 
cuss the  matter  further,  simply  adding 
that  he  was  extremely  anxious  to  have 
tne  case  disposed  of,  and  he  hoped  lliat 
it  would  have  been  taken  up  today  and 
quickly  brought  to  a  conclusion. 

District  Attorney  Rothermel  when  seen 
after  the  trial  refused  to  state  the  reason 
for  his  request  for  postponement. 

Mr.  Shapley  was  considerably  perturbed 
over  the  postponement.  He  said  after 
leaving  the  court  room  that  his  clients 
ail, I  himself  and  associate  counsel  were 
fully  prepared  for  the  Immediate  trial  of 
the  case  and  confident  of  their  ability  to 
dissipate  any  evidence  which  might  be 
presented  by  the  prosecution.  There  could 
be  but  one  result,  and  that  would  have 
Ijeen  acquittal.  Touching  on  the  evi- 
dence adduced  at  the  preliminary  hearing, 
Mr.  Shapley  said  the  prosecution  had 
placed  much  importance  on  the  entries 
in  the  memorandum  book  of  Cashier  Hop- 
kins, which  ahqwed  a  number  of  credits 
to  the  account  of  Senator  Quay,  and  in- 
dicated many  transactions  between  Hop- 
kins and  the  senator. 

Information  had  recently  come  Into  the 
po.ssesslon  of  Mr.  Shapley  which,  he  de- 
clared, proved  conclusively  that  these  en- 
tries were  wholly  false.  They  would 
never  be  admitted  as  evidence  by  the 
court  as  their  falsity  would  be  clearly 
proved.  Investigation,  he  continued,  had 
shown  that  Hopkins  for  a  long  time  had 
been  defrauding  Senator  Quay  and  many 
entries  In  the  memorandum  book  found 
in  his  effects  had  been  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  deceiving,  not  only  Senator  Quay, 
but  also  the  ofllclals  of  the  bank.  Mr. 
Shapley  said  he  entertained  no  doubt  of 
the  prompt  acquittal  of  his  clients  when 
the  case  shall  come  to  trial. 

Mr.  Shapley  further  stated  that  the  few- 
books  of  the  Peoples  bank  in  existence 
are  in  such  condition  that  it  is  imiws^ible 
for  anv  living  person  to  tell  anything 
about  Senator  Quays  account  or  of  the 
accounts  of  any  other  person.  The  books 
in  existence  have  been  torn  out  and  the 
remaining  pages  have  been  deliberately 
falsllied  and  forged  to  such  an  extent  that 
they  would  be  held  inadmls.sable  by  the 
court.

the  president's  recommendation  that 
government  care  be  given  Confederate 
dead.  The  figures  so  far  prepared  have 
no*  been  given  «>ut  yet.  The  work  of 
securing  complete  records  is  attended 
neces.sarily  with  delay.  Compilations 
relative  to  the  larger  cemeteries  is  easy, 
but  throughout  the  South— notably  near 
the  battlefield.s — are  small  cemeterie.-?

Wright,  who  had 
charge  of  Confederate  statistics  in  the 
preparation  ot  the  records  of  the  civil 
war,  is  in  charge  of  the  present  work 
under  Col.  Ainsworth. 


CHANGES  TO  BE  MADE. 

In   the     Management   of  the  State 
Kormal  Schools. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  L'7.— The  stale  normal 
school  board  met  at  the  capitol  on  Satur- 
day and  reorganized.  A.  T.  Ankeny,  of 
Minneapolis,  has  been  appointed  presiilent 
by  Governor  Lind  to  hold  until  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  board  next  summer. 
Profe.ssur  i..ewis,  by  virtue  of  his  office 
as  slate  superintendent,  becomes  secre- 
tary of  the  board,  and  C.  A.  Xve.  who 
succeeils  S.  G.  Comstock  as  resident  di- 
rector*at  Moorhead,  was  elected  treasurer 
of   that   school. 

Governor  Lind.  at  the  request  of  the 
members,  delivered  a  short  address  in 
which  he  said  he  did  n<»t  In  his  recommfii- 
dation  go  into  the  details  of  administra- 
tion, but  could  deal  only  with  the  gener- 
al policy.  He  advocated  the  abtdition  of 
the  Sower  academical  studies  in  the 
schools,  for  the  reason  that  they  are 
duplicated  in  the  high  .schools  and  It  Is 
dllflcnlt  enough  to  get  sufficient  money  to 
maintain  the  higher  courses  of  study.  Du- 
plication should  bf  avoided  so  far  as  pos- 
.•^Iblc.  Dut  he  held  that  somewhere  in  the 
c<)urse,  there  should  be  an  opportunity 
for  review  of  the  common  brancht's,  sln<e 
pupils  and  teachers,  like  other  pe<>ple, 
would  become  rusty.  Another  reason  for 
advocating  the  abolition  of  the  element- 
ary course  was  that  normal  school 'di- 
plomas should  mean  something.  Else 
there  was  no  use  In  maintaining  them. 

The  i>oard  adopted  resolutions  in  line 
with  the  suggestion  of  the  governor  to 
discontinue  the  C  clus.ses  at  Mankalo  and 
Winona  from  date,  and  B  classes  from 
Sept.  1.  l!*l(i.  The  res<dutlons  set  forth 
that  the  academic  work  being  done  In 
these  classes  is  being  duplicated  in  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  and  In  the 
iiigh  schools,  and  that  the  207  graded  and 
high  schools  of  the  state  should  be  aljle 
to  do  the  work  well.  The  presidents  of 
the  normal  scliools  are  directed  to  revise 
their  courses  of  .stu«ly  to  provide  for  a 
standard  of  admission  in  accordan<e  wiih 
these  resolutions.  As  a  board  committee 
to  take  charge  of  the  work.  President 
Ankeny  and  Directors  Lewis  and  Phelps 
were  selected. 

The  i>roposition  to  abolish  diplomas 
from  the  elementary  department  excei>t 
for  the  i>resent  senior  class  In  that  de- 
partment was  referred  to  the  same  com- 
mittee. 


FAILURES  IN  GER.MANY. 
Washington.  Feb.  27.— Interesting  sta- 
tistics concerning  the  number  of  fail- 
ures in  Germany  during  the  years  189.'). 
18»6  and  1897.  have  just  been  published 
by  the  state  department.  The  figures 
show  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  bank- 
ruptcies during  a  period  of  lncrea.se  In 
population.  The  numljer  of  failures 
in  189,j  was  5785  as  against  5429  in  1S9« 
and  .'■.6«2  in  1895.

AN  OLD  MINER  TALKS 


Paying    Deposits   of    Gold, 

Copper  and  Iron  Being 

Opened  Up. 


Sault  Ste.  Marie.  Mich..  Feb.  27.— 
Thomas  Drew  arrived  in  the  city  last 
week  from  the  MIchipicoten  mining  dis- 
trict, where  he  has  l)een  for  over  a  year 
engaged  in  exploiting  that  region.  Mr. 
Drew,  who  is  a  miner  of  many  years' 
experience,  has  valuable  claims  in  that 
district,  which  are  being  opened  up  and 
with  good  results.  Mr.  Drew  is  also 
associated  with  a  Mr.  Parks,  also  an 
old  miner,  under  the  firm  name  of 
Drew  &  Parks,  and  they  aiv  doing  some 
development  work  on  the  property  of 
several  <'laim  holders  there.  Mr.  Drew 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  development 
work  that  has  been  done  in  the  dls- 
tii(  t  this  winter  assures  the  richness  of 
that  region  beyond  a  «loulyt.  A  number 
of  the  claims  are  being  «>pened  up  and 
free  gold  is  encountered  in  nearly*  all 
portions  of  the  shafts  that  are  lieing 
sunk  on  the  various  properties.  An  in- 
fiu.\  of  capital  is  expected  in  the  s])rinff. 
as  Well  as  an  increase  in  development 
and  exploratory  work.  Sufficient  work 
has  been  done  to  make  it  certain  that 
paying  deposits  of  iron,  copper  and  gold 
exist  and  a  big  Ijooni  is  expected  there 
next  summer. 

•The  mining  district  of  Mich'ipicoten 
is  all  that  can  l>e  hoped  for  by  the  most 
sanguine."  said  Mr.  Drew  the  News. 
"Development  work  so  fa:  during  the 
winter  has  demonstrated  beyo;td  a 
doubt  that  the  district  is  rich  in  gold, 
copper  and  iron,  and  the  advent  of  ma- 
chinery in  the  spring  will  see  live  times 
on  the  upper  shore.  Like  all  new 
camps  ot  the  prospecors'  era,  the  place 
has  lacket^  capital  for  extensive  work, 
but  now  that  results  are  so  successful, 
there  is  anticipated  a  plethora  of  the 
needful,  and  enterprise  will  do  the  rest. 
Tlie  camp  is  remarkable"1n  the  amount 
of  free  gold  found  at  the  surface,  and 
so  far  it  shows  no  abatement  as  work 
goes  on.  It  is  fjeneially  conceded  that 
the  rich  copper  showings  are  but  a 
continuation  of  the  great  copper  leads 
found  «)n  the  south  shore  of  Lake  Su- 
perior, for  nature  is  uniform  and  no  re- 
specter of  geographical  lines.  With 
the  inrrea.sing  demand  for  this  metal, 
there  is  sufficient  showing  in  Michlpi- 
coten  to  make  a  lively  camp. 

"As  to  iron,  the  finest  of  hematite  is 
found  in  abundant  depos-its.  Some  day 
this  will  be  a  feeder  to  furnaces  which 
will  be  called  Into  being  by  the  unsur- 
passed water  power  of  the  Soo.  And  in 
this  conneetion,  it  is  a  noticeable  fact 
that  very  few  people  about  the  Soo 
have  faith  or  interest  in  this  district, 
and  the  general  incredulity  is  almost  a 
fr<jst,  so  that  the  help  the  place  is  re- 
ceiving Is  from  the  remcter  points, 
where,  perhaps,  distance  lends  en- 
chantment to  the  view.

Remember- 
ing that  "from  the  trodden  grape  wine 
does  How  and  from  the  blistered  iron 
comes  forth  steel,'  the  optimist  can  find 
solace  in  the  wor^  time. 

"On  the  original  discovery,  the  Mar- 
kay  claim.  Professor  McKenzie  says 
that  the  last  assay  showed  that  a  piece 
of  rock  taken  at  a  depth  of  over  thirty 
feet,  and  showing  no  visible  gold,  car- 
ried J62  per  ton  in  gold.  The  Jubilee  is 
down  over  100  feet  and  the  vein  is  in- 
creasing in  size  and  richness.  The 
Wheeler  property  owned  by  Bridgeport, 
Conn.,  persons  is  developing  rich 
quartz  at  a  depth  of  forty  feet.  The 
Cora,  owned  by  Joseph  Johnson,  of  Soo. 
Ont..  has  produced  some  marvelous 
specimens  of  free  gold  at  thirty  feet. 
The  Edey  property,  owned  in  Ottawa, 
which  had  no  particular  showing  on 
the  surface,  struck  free  gold  at  fifty 
feet.  The  Legg  &  Barton  properties 
continue  to  turn  out  all  that  the  sur- 
face Indications  promised.  The  Black- 
ington-Lewis  claims  are  l>eing  worked 
with  vigor  and  lots  of  fine  free  gold  is 
encountered.  The  crew  at  the  D.  J. 
Ranson  pnvperty  changed  \v»irk  to  a 
new  place  and  Immediately  developetl 
a  fine  vein  of  free  gold.  The  Quig.ey- 
lirovvn  syndicate  of  Ohio  is  sinking  200 
feet  and  has  gold  as  they  go.  The  True- 
heart,  the  Aitken,  the  Patterson,  the 
Hussen  and  many  of  the  other  prop- 
erties all  look  well  and  give  promise  of 
gold   in   abundance. 

"In  copper,  a  Toronto  syndicate  has 
recently  secured  large  holdings  south 
of  the  river  near  the  lake  and  propose 
putting  in  machinery  at  once.  The 
John  Noel  property  is  still  the  banner 
copper  find. 

"In  iron,  Alois  Guetz  is  drifting  on 
his  hematite  lode,  and  it  is  reported 
the  Clergue  interests  will  commence 
operations  in  the  spring. 

"A  company  from  Ottawa,  headed  by 
Mr.  Moodey,  is  now  arranging  to  put  in 
a  stamp  mill  on  WaWa  creek  and  Is 
treating  with  the  government  for  water 
power.  The  Jubilee  people  and  Mackay 
properties  are  to  have  machinery 
early  in  the  spring.  Great  hopes  are 
entertained  that  the  government  will 
do  something  towards  building  roads  to 
facilitate  operations.  James  Mackay 
has  been  appointed  postmaster  at 
WaWa. 

"Taken  all  in  all.  thi-  MIchipicoten 
district  gives  great  promise  this 
spring,"   concluded  Mr.   Drew.

MURDER  TRIAL  AT  WALKLR. 


Two  Men  Are  Accused  oT  Killing  Copt. 
Barclay. 

Walker.  Minn.,  Feb.  27.— Louis  Bibault 
and  Josejih  Desperohl  were  brought  be- 
fore Justice  Sundbirg  Friday  morning  to 
answer  to  the  charge  of  killing  Capt.  Bar- 
clay at  Pine  River.  Hx-Judge  Fleming, 
f»f  Hrainerd  appeared  for  the  <lefpndants, 
and  County  Attorney  .\rtshom  for  the 
state. 

In  opening  the  case,  the  county  attorney 
charged  the  respondents  with  killing 
Barclay  on  Oct,  28,  1S9S.  Immediately 
Judge  Fleming  arose  and  asked  that  his 
clients  be  discharged,  as  the  warrant 
which  had  ju.-<t  been  read  to  them  accused 
them  of  committing  the  crime  on  Oct.  2S, 
1,S!*9.  The  court  and  county  attorney 
looked  at  each  other  for  a  minute,  picked 
up  the  warrant  from  the  table,  and  found 
that  Judge  Fleming  was  right,  A  long 
argument  followeil  between  the  attorneys, 
r^leming  claiming  that  his  clients  were 
there  to  answer  to  ihe  terrible  crime  of 
ktliirig  a  man  October.  Psi«t.  As  tnis  was 
impossible,  he  asked  the  court  to  dismis.* 
the  case.  Count.v  Attorney  Artshorn  ob- 
jected to  this,  claiming  that  the  object 
of  the  warrant  had  been  performed  and 
as  long  as  the  ])arties  were  before  the 
court   that  was  all  that  was  necessary. 

Mrs.  Barclay,  wife  of  the  murdered 
man,  was  the  first  witness.  Her  testi- 
mony did  not  amount  to  anything.  The 
county  attorney's  point  was  to  sh(jw  that 
Barclay  and  Bibault  liad  quarreled  sev- 
eral times. 

There  are  al>out  ten  witnesses  for  the 
stale.    The  case  will  probably  last  a  week. 


COTTON  EXPORTS  INCREASE. 


Our  Trade  >^itli  China  In  Comparison 
With  England's. 

W^ashington,  Feb.  27. — Consul  Gen, 
Gcodnow  tran.«mits  from  Shanghai  a 
copy  of  a  circular  letter  making  a  com- 
parison of  imports  of  cotton  goods  and 

yarns  into  all  China  in  18S7  and  1897.  In 
1S87  the  Imports  of  English  goods 
amounted  to  $.'?8,437,320,  or  87.4  per  cent 
of  the  total,  while  the  American  impor- 
tations were  only  $.').331.e5l,  or  12.13  per 
i^ent.  In  1897  the  value  of  the  English, 
including  Indian,  imi)ortations  wer" 
?43,060.92(),  or  76.9  per  cent  of  the  total, 
and  the  American  goods  imported 
amounted  to  $8,.^)00,802,  or  1^.2  per  cent. 
The  remainder  of  the  cotton  importa- 
tions was  divided  between  Japan  and 
Gerrany.

The  Tendency    Downward   Although 
There  Were  Exceptions. 

Wall  Street,  Feb.  27.— The  Irregularity 
of  the  London  market  was  neglecte^l  to 
a  minor  extent  in  the  home  trading.  The 
railway  stocks  as  a  rule  showed  slight 
<hanges  either  way.  Speculative  interests 
were  centereu  wholly  in  the  specialties, 
these  properties  exhibiting  buoyancv  on 
large  transactions.  Third  Avenue  bound- 
ed up  four  pcdnts.  Sugar  and  American 
Steel  and  Wire  two  and  a  half,  and  Con- 
solklated  Gas  two  points.  Tobacco  lacked 
support,  dipping  lo  ISO.  Ontario  &  West- 
ern was  freely  taken,  moving  up  a  point. 
The  early  stock  market  betraye<1  ilie 
<-haracteristics  usual  of  late,  values  yield- 
ing sharply  after  the  opening,  with  the 
specialties  breaking  badly.  The  standard 
stocks,  however,  showed  go<Kl  backing 
and  the  failure  to  promote  liquidation  in 
tlie.se  shares  starte<l  a  strong  rally,  which 
was  accentuated  by  enormous  purchases 
of  Sugar,  which  sold  up  to  near  113.  The 
report  that  the  control  of  the  American 
District  Telegraph  company  had  passed 
Into  the  strong  hands,  who  proposed  to 
use  the  plant  to  operate  a  local  telephone 
system,  induced  active  buying  of  the 
stock,  whi<'h  jumped  nine  points  to  52. 

Encouraging  trade  advices  coupled  with 
rumors  of  pctol  operations  started  heavy 
buying  of  the  Iron  and  steel  shares,  Amer- 
ican Steel  &  Wire  advancing  4%  and  Fed- 
eral Steel  2%.  The  general  market  fol- 
lowed in  sympathy  but  the  upward 
movement  soon  assumed  importance  when 
press  dispatches  announcing  that  It  was 
believe<l  AKUiiialdri  was  making  prepara- 
tions to  surrender.  The  standard  stoiks. 
IKirticuiarly  the  grangers  group,  became 
<|L,ile  bouyaiit.  T(jbacco  on  the  other 
hand  inovMl  steadily  downward  and  gen- 
erally speaking  there  was  weakness 
amotig  the  hign  price<l  specialties.  Sales 
to  noon,  Ki4,000  shares.  Railroad  bonds 
were  quiet  and   fractionally  irregular. 

SENATOR  NELSON'.'^  DECORATION. 

Anent  the  recent  reported  conferring 
of  the  decoration  of  St.  Olaf  by  the 
king  of  Norway  upon  United  States 
Senator  Knute  Nelson,  a  brief  sketc.l 
of  the  life  of  Olaf  may  not  be  uninter- 
esting. Born  in  Norway,  but  educateil 
an  exile,  he  i)ecame  king  in  1015,  A.  D. 
hi;-»  rt  ign  lasted  until  lo.'JO.  He  was  a 
Christian,  but  led  a  viking  life,  fight- 
ing in  England  again  King  Canute 
During  his  reign  he  forced  the  Christian 
religion  upon  his  people,  even  to  the  ex- 
tent of  ftunishing  resistance  with  exil  • 
and  conliscation  of  property.  He  he- 
came  so  unpopular  that  v.hen  Norway 
was  invaded  by  the  great  Canute  many 
joined  the  invaders.  Olaf  was  defeated 
and  led  to  Russia.  Returning  and 
again  taking  up  arms  he  was  defeated 
and  killed  at  SUkelsbad  July  29,  1030. 
In  1031  a  large  convention  of  clergymen 
and  laymen  declared  him  a  saint.  His 
remains  were  dug  up  and  deposited  in 
the  cathedral  at  NIdaros,  where  many 
mIracleH  afterwards  took  place  and 
which  was  the  Mecca  of  many  pilgrims. 
It  was  In  his  honor  that  the  order  of 
St.  Olaf  was  founded.  There  being  no 
nobility  in  Norway  the  conferring  of 
the  cross  of  St.  Olaf  is  a  mark  of  dis- 
tinction only.  The  conferring  of  it  on 
Senator  Nelson,  as  well  as  O.  A.  Thorpt* 
of  Chicago,  and  the  Tnited  States  com- 
missioner at  the  recent  exposition  at 
Bergen,  is  the  first  time  In  the  history 
of  Norway  that  the  decoration  has  ever 
been  conferred  <-n  a  foreigner.  Th*- 
Daily  Skandinaven  of  Chicago,  In  a  re- 
cent ihsue.  claims  to  have  received  word 
from  Senator  Nelson  that  he  had  not 
been  made  a  recipient  of  the  honor. 
But  whether  offered  him  or  not,  he  may 
not  accept  without  the  consent  of  con- 
gress, as  it  would  Iw  in  contravention 
of  the  :onatitutlon  i>f  the  United  States, 
section  9,  article  1,  of  which  reads  as 
follows: 

"No  title  of  nobility  shall  be  granted 
by  the  I'nlted  Stati-s,  and  no  person 
holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust,  un- 
der them,  shall,  without  the  consent  of 
the  congre.ss,  accept  of  any  present, 
emolument,  office  or  title  from  any 
king,  prince  or  foreign  state."

AN   INSURANCE  MANS  STORY. 

A  w.  11  known  Insurance  man  was  sit- 
ting in  the  rotunda  of  one  of  the  down 
town  hotels  last  evening  telling  a  few 
friends  some  of  his  Interesting  experi- 
ences during  (arly  days  In  the  North- 
west,  .says   the  Minneapolis  Tribune. 

"It  was  l>efore  the  paid  fire  departments 
Were  as  common  as  they  are  now,"  h"  b:-- 
gan,  with  a  reminiscent  smile,  "I  was  ap- 
pointed l>y  a  larg«-  combination  of  East- 
ern companies  to  insj)ect  a  town  not 
more  than  lOOO  miles  irom  here  for  the 
purpose  of  .idjustinji  a  schedule  of  rates 
that  all  the  companl'-s  would  abide  by.  I 
went  carefully  over  the  business  blocks, 
examined  the  waterworks  and  then  made 
arrangements  with  the  'board  of  public 
safety'  to  turn  in  an  alarm  from  an  In- 
convenient ^.art  of  the  city  at  a  late  iiout 
of  a  cert:iin  night,  to  test  the  speed  of  the 
lire  department. 

"At  the  apix>liited  time  the  board  wa.'- 
on  hand.  It  was  raining  frightfully,  but 
ilait  made  no  difference  to  the  memlxTS 
of  the  hoard.  They  were  proud  of  their 
department  and  wanted  to  show  m 
what  they  could  do,  and  they  all  wanted 
to  see  it  themselves.  The  alarm  waj^ 
turned  In.  and  a  hose  company  came 
tearing  down  to  th'  place  at  which  we 
were  waiting',  in  pretty  good  time.  Then 
a  general  alarm  was  turned  in,  and  every 
liose  com!)any  In  the  city  came  out  in 
the  rain,  and  there  were  some  prett>  mad 
men  in  the  lot  when  they  found  it  wan  a 
false  alarm.  The  mad  ones  said  we  might 
at  least  have  picked  out  a  decent  night 
for  an  exhibition,  and  a  lot  of  othtr  rea 
mean  things,  for  a  volunteer  fireman  has 
a  lot  more  license  to  use  his  tongue  than 
a  paid  fireman.  But  there  was  one  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  public  safety  who 
had  looked  for  such  a  demonstration,  and 
was  prepared  for  it.  He  ran  a  wholesale 
li«|uor  store,  and  was  agent  for  a  big 
brewery.  He  invited  the  boys  down  to  hi.-. 
store,  whert-  he  had  a  large  numl>er  of 
sandwichts  .ind  any  amount  of  Ikht  and 
other  things  on  tap  waiting  for  them  to 
dispo.se  of.  The  old  volunteer  fire  depart- 
ments were  made  up  of  a  large  percentage 
of  men  who  would  appreciate  just  such  a 
joke  as  this  last  one.  no  matter  how  muc-h 
they   resented   the   first  one. 

"They  went  after  the  refreshments  as 
tliough  they  were  going  to  a  lire.  They 
simjily  had  .»  glorious  time.  By  miilnlgiit 
liair  of  them  were  under  the  tables,  and 
the  other  .  j  If  went  home  in  a  conditnm 
that  was  a   sure  antidote  for  insomnia. 

'About  3  o'clock  the  fire  bell  rang,  and 
It  rang  awful  loud,  and  long  and  hard. 
The  man  who  was  ringing  it  was  a  Meth- 
odist, and  the  Methodist  church  was  on 
i\r^.  But  there  was  no  more  fire  depart- 
ment In  that  town  than  there  was  In  an 
Arizona  flesfrt.  Th'Te  wasn't  a  hose  cart 
on  the  ground  for  thirty  minutes,  ancl 
when  ll  did  come  it  was  nulled  by  a  lot 
of  Methodist  brethren  who  didn't  know 
wliich  end  of  the  hose  to  hitch  on  tlie  hy- 
drant, and  the  church  was  reiluced  to 
ashes. 

"There  w»re  some  privity  mad  Metho- 
dists In  that  town  next  iiav,  and  some 
of  the  deacons  wen-  going  to  do  a  loi  of 
si  vere  things,  until  the  church  treasurer 
made  public  the  om«>unt  of  insurance  on 
the  building,  and  It  was  found  to  be  auout 
twice  what  It  was  wortn — enough  in  fact 
to  build  a  n)uch  l)etter  place  of  worship, 
and  then  the  deacons  all  shook  hands 
with  the  m»'mber  of  the  board  who  had 
Riven    I  be   entertainment. 

"I  was  th<  sorest  man  In  the  oulfll,  for 
one  of  my  «'omnanles  liail  .f."iOOO  on  the 
risk,  and  I  bad  sent  In  a  beautiful  report, 
telling  what  an  efficient  fire  department 
the  city   possessed."

REMOVING  THE  SNOW. 

The  question  of  clearing  the  streets 
after  a  heavy  fall  of  snow  is  creating 
considerable  discussion  in  the  East  at 
present,  in  view  of  the  experience  of 
the  large  cities  during  the  recent  bliz- 
aard.  Cities  th.it  are  well  equipped  to 
provide  for  the  safety  and  comfort  and 
protection  of  their  residents  in  other  re- 
spects found  themselves  unable  to  suc- 
cessfully cope  with  the  immense  snow 
drills.  The  removal  of  the  great  quan- 
tities of  snow  was  slow  and  tedious 
work,  and  for  a  time  all  means  of  trans- 
portation were  blocked  and  traffic  was 
practically  at  a  standstill.  A  Duluth 
gentleman,  who  was  in  New  York  just 
after  the  recent  big  storm,  says  that  he 
saw  some  narrow  side  streets  ^..2  Broad- 
way that  were  completely  blocked  with 
snow,  while  the  path  cut  through  the 
up-town  streets  looked  like  tunnels. 
Several  days  after  the  storm,  Wall 
street,  which  is  usually  cleared  quickly, 
was  almost  impassable.  The  street  de- 
partment was  temporarily  swamped. 
The  commissioner  of  that  department 
said  the  condition  of  the  streets  was 
such  that  it  would  take  two  weeks  to 
clean  them  out  with  every  cart  In  the 
city. 

The  condition  of  the  streets  in  Bos- 
ton was  not  much  better,  and  th<;  old 
plan  of  hiring  laborers  to  slowly  shovel 
the  snow  and  dig  out  the  gutters  was 
resorted  to.  This  state  of  affairs  has 
exasperated  the  Boston  Transcript,  and 
it  raises  its  voice  in  protest.  But  it  is 
conscious  that  it  is  wasting  it  in  pro- 
testing. "The  pace  Is  set,"  it  says,  'ami 
there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  help  for 
it.  As  well  try  to  get  a  yoke  of  oxen 
to  take  the  gait  needed  fcr  a  prompt 
response  to  a  fire  alarm  af^  to  attempt 
to  quicken  those  whose  studied  effc^rt  Ir. 
to  see  how  little  they  can  do  for  their 
mrrey.  There  is  nothing  surprising  in 
all  this.  We  are  used  to  it.  The  sur- 
prising thing  is  that  in  spite  of  all  that 
Invention  has  accomplished  in  other  di- 
rections in  the  way  of  lalxit  saving  and 
quick  achievement,  we  still  cling  to  tht; 
same  primitive  methods  that  our  an- 
cestors employed  in  disposing  of  a  nnow 
fall.  In  fact,  they  had  the  better  of  us, 
because  they  could  adapt  their  motive 
forct  to  the  exigencies,  while  today  we 
know  of  nothing  that  will  i»er«uadc  the 
professional  gang  laborer  to  'get  a 
move  on.'  Perhaps  if  these  heavy  de- 
posits were  more  frequent  we  should 
have  hit  upon  some  plan  of  gettInK  rid 
of  them  with  less  trouble  and  in 
quicker  time.  We  grumi^le  and  fume 
over  our  discomforts  now,  but  when  the 
need  has  passed  we  forget  them  until 
the  next  time.  Yet  there  must  be  Home 
remedy  for  it  all." 

Here  is  a  great  opportunity  for  inven- 


tive genius.  The  man  who  will  invent 
an  expeditious  metliod  of  clearing  the 
streets  of  snow  will  be  certain  of  a  rich 
rewariV  Thomas  A,  Edison,  Jr.,  who  Is 
following  in  his  father's  fuotsteps  as  a 
successful  inventor,  claims  that  ele.-- 
trlcity  can  be  practically  applied  to  the 
removal  of  snow.  His  plan  Is  to  pro- 
vide receptacles  into  which  the  snow 
ot»uld  Ik"  shovelle«l  by  the  ordinary 
:n-ana,  these  receptacles  to  he  kept  hut 
by  el«H>trlc  wires  so  that  the  snow  woul<f 
melt  as  fast  as  thri>wn  in  and  run  iiitti 
the  gutters.  They  could  be  stationary 
or  movable,  as  ii»ost  convenient 
and  there  l.s  not  a  street  among  the  main 
thoroughfares  of  the  city  where  direct 
connection  could  not  easily  be  made. 
He  also  has  in  mind  an  electric  machi:io 
which  wiuild  move  along  the  streets, 
pick  up  the  snow  and  compress  it  int;» 
brick.««,  which  could  then  be  thrown 
one  side.  There  is  certainly  an  ojipor- 
tunlty  in  this  dinvtion  ft)r  the  best  in- 
ventive genius  to  exploit  itself.  Experi- 
ments at  the  I'niverslty  of  Wi.>«consiii 
hnvo  demonstrated  that  the  best  way 
to  thaw  frozen  water  pipes  is  l)y  the 
application  of  electricity,  and  it  is 
likely  that  some  plan  will  be  evolved 
whereby  the  same  power  can  be  utilized 
for  quickly  removing  the  snow  from  the 
streets. 


RCDYARU  KIPLING. 

Late  dispatches  from  New  York  lead 
to  the  fear  that  Rudyurd  Kipling,  the 
famous  wiiter,  will  not  survive  tlie  at- 
tack of  pneumonia  from  which  he  is 
s.iflVring.  Thousands  of  i)eople  who 
have  read  his  works  and  learned  to 
admire  his  genius  will  deeply  regret  th<» 
s.'id  endins  of  his  brilliant  career  in  the 
prime  of  life,  should  his  illness  provt- 
fatal.  Mr.  Kipling  is  l)eyond  all  ques- 
tion the  most  popular  author  of  the  day. 
His  works  are  read  and  recited  wher- 
ever the  English  language  is  spoken, 
and  some  of  his  verses  are  even  sun? 
oil  the  stage,  and  he  is  no  less  popular 
in  America  than  In  his  own  country.  A 
few  writers  here  have  tried  to  write 
him  down,  and  have  indulged  in  jealous 
sneet  3  at  his  writings,  both  poetical  and 
prose,  but  the  great  army  of  readers 
has  given  to  his  works  the  stamp  of 
popular  approval.  It  would  be  impos- 
sible to  mistake  the  authorship  of  any 
lilt  of  Kipling's  prose  or  poetry,  and 
whether  it  be  his  stories  of  the  life  of 
"Tommy  Atkins,"  or  the  wondeful  tale*: 
of  jungle  life,  there  is  something  in 
everything  he  writes  that  bears  the 
stamp  of  reality.  "Mr.  Kipling,"  to 
use  the  words  of  a  London  reviewer, 
"stands  out  like  a  sharpshooter  as  the 
interpreter  and  champion  of  the  private 
soldier.  In  l^is  verses  he  pictures  the 
hollowness  of  society  life  In  the  garri- 
son, and  the  bubble  hursts  with  a  loud 
report  of  laughter,  mingled  with  tears," 
In  recent  years  his  most  notable  pro- 
duction was  the  "Recessional,"  which 
stirred  all  England  by  Its  virile  plea 
"Lest  we  forget,  lest  we  forget." 

Mr.  Kipling  Is  a  young  man,  and 
should  his  life  be  spared  may  be  ex- 
pected to  do  even  greater  things  in  the 
literary  line  than  have  yet  been  credit- 
ed to  him.  It  has  been  his  own  Idea 
that  no  man  can  write  a  real  novel  un- 
til he  is  40.  Up  to  that  time  the  artist 
must  be  willing  to  do  lesser  things, 
practice  smaller  effects,  pay  more  at- 
tention to  detail  than  It  apparently  de- 
serves, and  wait  for  the  power  of  the 
master.  By  and  by  that  will  come;  the 
artist  will  write  a  novel  that  Is  big  with 
the  larger  facts  of  life,  handled  in  a 
larger  way.  And  Mr.  Kipling  Is  still 
far  from  40,  having  been  born  in  Bom- 
bay, India,  in  Christmas  week,  1865.  His 
father,  Lockwood  Kipling,  was  then 
professor  of  art  in  the  Lahore  institute. 
He  has  led  a  life  of  unusual  activity. 
He  has  been  reporter,  war  correspon- 
dent, traveler,  hunter,  explorer.  His 
first  book  of  verses,  entitled  '"Depart- 
nental  Ditties,"  appeared  in  1S86,  but 
long  before  that  he  had  contributed 
stories  to  the  various  journals  of  India. 
Many  of  these  were  collected  under  the 
title  of  "Plain  Tales  From  the  Hills." 
Then  came  "Soldiers  Three,"  "The 
Gadsbys,"  "ITnder  the  Deodars,"  .and 
"The  Phantom  Rickshaw,"  all  of  which 
have  since  become  widely  read.  Wher, 
in  1889  Mr.  Kipling,  then  only  2.1.  went 
to  England,  he  found  himself  famou.s. 
During  the  past  ten  years  Mr.  Kipling 
has  steadily  added  to  his  fame  and  for- 
tune. He  is  a  prolific  writer,  but  un- 
like most  prolific  writers  his  work  seems 
to  grow  in  strength  and  character  from 
year  to  year.  He  is  certainly  the  most 
wonderful  figure  In  the  literature  of  the 
nineteenth  century. 


SUNDAY  AUVERTISING. 

In  an  article  in  Printers'  Ink  a  Chi- 
cago advertising  man  says  that  Sunday 
advertising  Is  losing  its  potency  In  that 
city,  and  he  concludes  that  the  Wana- 
maker  plan  of  talking  to  the  people 
every  day  In  the  week  (except  Sunday) 
and  talking  merchandise  frankly  and 
honestly,  ought  to  win  In  Chicago  just 
as  It  has  In  Philadelphia  and  New  York. 

The  Sioux  City  Tribune  adds  that  In 
many  other  places  besides  Chicago 
there  is  a  growing  Impression  that  ad- 
vertising in  the  Sunday  papers  does  not 
give  the  best  results. 

The  fact  Is  that  the  Sunday  paper 
does  not  receive  as  careful  a  reading  as 
those  Issued  on  the  other  days  of  the 
week.  Many  church  people  do  not 
read  It  at  all.  Many  others  go  visiting 
their  friends  or  In  the  summer  join  ex- 
cursion parties  and  have  no  time  to 
read  thf-  Sunday  paper.  The  net  result 
is  that  less  people  read  newspapers  on 
Sunday  than  on  any  other  day.  The 
evening  paper  Issued  six  days  In  the 
week  is  thoroughly  read  each  day  by 
more  people  than  even  see  the  Sunday 
paper.  And  this  is  the  reason  why 
shrewd  advertisers  give  it  the  prefer- 
ence.

New  York,  Feb.  27.— "Hindsig-ht"  is 
better  than  foresight  in  some  contin- 
gencies, and  a  man  who  appreciates  that 
fact  has  secured  a  patent  upon  a  novel 
de\ice  which  supplies  "hindsight"  to 
the  people  who  need  it  most.  "A  post 
visual  reflector"  is  what  Mr.  Taylor 
calls  his  new  invention,  upon  which  let- 
ters patent  have  ju.st  been  issued,  which 
enable  the  wearer  to  see  what  is  occur- 
ring within  a  certain  i-ange  behind  him 
without  turning  his  head.  Literally  it 
realizes  the  proverbial  possession  of 
eyes  in  the  back  of  one's  head. 

The  post  visual  reflector  will  be  use- 
ful to  jockeys,  drivers  of  trotting  or 
pacing  horses,  oarsmen  and  bicyclists. 
Mr.  Taylor,  a  hotel  man  of  this  city  and 
Boston,  is  a  devotee  of  "light  harness" 
racing  and  a  gentleman  driver  of  re- 
nown. He  knows  the  advantage  to  a 
driver  who  can  watch  the  performance 
of  antagonists  in  a  "whipping  finish" 
and  at  the  same  time  keep  his  eyes  up- 
on the  work  of  his  own  horse. 

The  invention  was  born  of  the  knowl- 
edge gained  from  actual  experience. 
For  drivers  and  jockeys  the  post  visual 
rePector  Is  fastened  to  the  bows  of  a 
pair  of  big  spectacles  fitted  with  clear 
glasses  of  no  magnifying  power.  The 
glasses  are  also  Intended  as  mud  guards 
to  protect  the  eyes  from  the  dirt  thrown 
up  by  the  horses*  flying  feet.  The  little 
reflectors  are  fastened  above  the  glass 
and  set  at  an  angle  which  brings  the 
full  width  of  a  race  track  for  a  distance 
of  100  yards  within  clear  range  of 
vision.

Tne 
grand  jury  failed  to  Indict  Mr.  Mcivee 
and  the  charges  against  him  were  there- 
fore  dropped.

Improvement  In  the  Lumber 

Trade  Continues  Very 

Encouraging. 


NORWAY  IMPROVING 


Is    Sharing     In     Prosperity 

That  Has  Come  to 

White  Pine. 


The  condition  of  the  lumber  trado 
srows  brighter  every  day.  Buyers  are 
arriving  here  every  day  from  the  East. 
The  Tonowamla  and  Huffalu  men  have 
l»e»;ijn  to  realize  that  lumber  is  belns 
1  ought  up  in  this  market  prettj-  rap- 
j'Jly.  and  that  the  Ohicaso  buyers  have 
already  i-oniraoted  for  a  large  amount 
of  the  Duluth  output.  As  a  result  they 
are  now  buying  freely.  They  hav.,»  been 
running  on  pretty  low  margins  down 
Kast.  and  must  widen  out. 

The  seareity  of  logs  is  operating  t-^ 
the  disatlvantage  of  some  of  the  mills. 
tif>>re  there  have  always  bten  a 
nuinl»er  uf  small  Jobl)er8  fron> 
V.  aotnlogs  i-ould  be  Uiught.  They 
|.  ji'ked  up  pletes  of  timber  here  and 
thert  as  they  went  along,  out  them  over 
and  sold  the  logs.  There  is  little  or 
none  of  that  now.  and  lumbermen  .say 
the  days  of  that  ilass  of  logging  are 
gone.  The  timber  has  nearly  all  been 
gathered  in  by  the  large  eoneern.''.  and 
they  tlo  not  propt>se  to  have  small  job- 
Ikts  interfering  with  them.  They  buy 
timber  wherever  it  is  elose  to  their  pos- 
sessions, and  in  this  way  have  gathered 
in  about  all  there  is.  There  is  one  mill 
in  Dututh  which  is  said  to  have  no  log.s 
In  sight  for  next  summer's  sawing  sea- 
son, and  it  cannot  get  any.  or  has  not 
thus  far. 

Not  only  is  the  situation  in  whitt>  pin>' 
vastly  improved,  but  in  Norway  there  is 
an  almost  equal  improvement.  It  is 
estimated  th<it  about  half  the  timber  in 
Northeastern  Minnesota  is  Norway. 
Three  or  four  years  ago  the  market  for 
Norway  was  at  a  very  low  ebb.  and  it 
v.aa  predicted  that  Norway  would  never 
again  be  worth  anything.  Lately,  how- 
e\er.  it  has  picked  up  wonderfully,  and 
there  is  good  money  in  it  now. 

"Lumber  is  advancing  and  the  price 
of  siumpage  with  it,"  said  a  lumber- 
man today,  "but  it  has  not  reached  a 
point  where  the  lumbermen  are  any- 
thing ahead.  A  great  deal  of  the  timber 
aroun<l  here  was  purchased  in  18S9  and 
along  up  to  now.  For  much  of  it  good 
prites  were  paid,  and  it  has  been 
carried  along  for  several  years  with 
taxes  and  Interest  accumulating.  Nov.- 
all  this  money  has  got  to  come  out  of 
the  timber  again,  and  hence  I  tell  you 
that  higher  prices  will  be  obtained  than 
'.ve  have  now." 

In  reference  to  the  higher  prices  for 
lumi>er,  the  Minneapolis  Lumbermen 
»ays:  "There  are  a  few  people  who 
seem  to  think  that  white  pine  prices  of 
totiay  are  at  an  unreasonably  high 
point.  Let  them  compare  the  figures 
current  now  with  those  current  in  1)>92 
and  at  the  beginning  of  1893  and  see 
how  they  stand.  In  all  varieties  of 
pine — white.  Nor^vay  and  yellow  i«lne — 
they  will  find  that  the  old  figures  have 
not  yet  been  reached,  except  on  a  few 
-.  the  average  still  being  below  the 
s  prevalent  at   that   time." 

Loggers  in  the  white  pine  woods  re- 
r..rt  a  veritable  epidi-mic  of  grippe  in 
the  camps.  The  lumbermen's  hosiiitals 
in  Northern  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin 
a:>'  full  continuously,  and  men  are 
'lumping  about  camp  unable  to  work. 
The  spell  of  extreme  cold  weather  had 
much  to  do  with  increasing  this  com- 
plaint, and  all  complaints,  partictdarly 
pneumonia.  Accidents  in  the  lodging 
woods,  causing  death  or  persona!  in-

house  commission  for  hauling  hard  coal 
Lo  New  Ulm  and  intermediate  iKiinry. 
The  commission  has  therefore  publisheri 
the  rates,  and  hereafter  the  roads  will 
l)e  disobeying  the  law  if  they  do  not  adopt 
the  rates  fixed  for  them.  Following  Is 
the  notice  published  by  the  commission  In 
part.

American    Oranges,     Lemons     and 
Raisins  Will  Not  Be  Examined. 

Berlin,  Feb.  27.— The  otlicials  of  the 
German  foreign  office  have  notified  the 
United  States  embassy  that  the  gov- 
ernment will  henceforth  admit  Amer- 
ican oranges,  lemons  and  raisins  with- 
out examination,  and  also  that  all 
American  fresh  and  dried  fruit  will  be 
allowed  to  pass  in  bond  through  Ger- 
many without  being  examined.  The 
de(  isions  are  based  on  the  favorable  re- 
ports of  the  German  experts  sent  to 
America. 

The  question  whether  dried  fruit  sent 
abroad  is  harmle.ss,  especially  for  the 
transmission  of  San  Jose  and  other  in- 
sects and  whether  the  fruit  may  be  im- 
ported without  previous  examination, 
has  not  yet  been  decided.  The  prob- 
ability is  that  the  decision  will  be 
favorable  to  American  Interests. 

The  officials  of  the  United  States  em- 
bassy have  cabled  the  above  facts  to 
the  authorities  at  Washington. 


NEW  METHODIST  HOSPITAL. 


One  to  Be  Buiit  at  Chicago  to  Cost 
$200,000. 

Chicago.  Feb.  27.— Methodists  of  Chi- 
cago are  to  begin  the  construction  of  a 
great  hospital  at  the  northeast  corner 
of  Twenty-fifth  and  Dearborn  streets. 
It  is  to  be  built  by  the  Wesley  Hospital 

association,  and  is  to  replace  the  present 
temporary  structure  now  on  that  site. 
The  cost  of  the  new  building  will  be 
liOO.OOO.  Robert  D.  Sheppard,  president 
of  the  Wesley  hospital  board,  has 
pledges  for  $150,000  of  the  amount,  pro- 
vided the  other  members  of  the  com- 
n  ittee  would  raise  $50,000.

GERMANY  FRIENDLY 


Chief  Justice  Chambers    to 

Be  Recalled  Tor  Writing 

a  Letter. 


New  York,  Feb.  27. — A  special  from 
Washington  says:  As  indicating  the 
friendly  purpose  of  the  German  gov- 
ernment to  bring  the  Hamoan  contro- 
versy to  a  settlement  satisfactory  to 
the  United  Slates,  Herr  Salf,  the  newly- 
elected  president  of  the  municipal  coun- 
cil of  Apia,  will  come  lo  the  United 
States,  before  proceeding  to  his  post, 
to  confer  with  Secretary  Hay  and  other 
administration  officials. 

Herr  Salf  will  succeed  Herr  Raffel, 
who  left  Apia  on  Feb.  22,  for  Berlin, 
where  he  will  be  compelled  lo  make  a 
report  to  his  home  government  in  ex- 
planation of  his  conduct  at  Apia.  Herr 
Salf  is  now  on  duty  in  one  of  the  Ger- 
man possessions  in  Africa  and  has  been 
instructed  to  first  pnxjeed  to  Berlin. 

It  was  stated  today  that  Herr  Rose 
will  in  all  probability  be  removed  and 
Chief  Justice  Chambers  is  expected  to 
be  recalled. 

Chief  Justice  Chambers'  recall  will 
not  be  due  to  his  decision  or  to  his 
course,  but  to  the  letter  he  wrote  his 
brother,  and  which  contained  state- 
ments objectionable  to  the  German  gov- 
ernment, which  have  been  communi- 
cated to  the  stale  department. 

Within  ten  days  it  is  expected  that  re- 
ports will  be  received  from  three  con- 
suls fully  explaining  their  acts,  and 
when  these  have  been  considered  action 
will  be  taken  by  the  governments. 

There  is  one  other  point— who  shall  be 
king  of  Samoa— which  remains  to  be 
.settled  by  diplomatic  negotiation.  Ger- 
many will  insist  that  Mataafa,  by  rea- 
son of  the  overwhelming  majority  he 
received  at  the  election  should  be  made 
king,  but  the  decision  of  the  chief  just- 
ice and  the  protocol  of  the  Berlin  treaty 
exclude  him  forever  from  consideration 
in  connection  with  the  kingship. 

The  administration  proposes  to  sup- 
port Tanus.  Great  Britain  is  simi- 
larly Inclined,  and  as  a  majority  rules, 
he  will  probably  be  established  on  the 
throne.

NORTH  DAKOTA. 

Bismarck— The  house  passed  all  ct  tht 
apprcpriatiouh  bills  as  acted  on  by  iht 
senate  without  change.  It  amended  the 
measure  reliting  to  the  state  fair  at  \  al- 
ley City,  cutting  off  the  Manoan  appro- 
priation and  rtierred  to  the  comniutee. 
liie  bill  to  prevent  discrimination  in  jiro- 
vlding  cars  was  Indehnttely  postponed, 
as  was  the  one  for  the  construction  of 
Ys  and  conferring  authority  on  the  rail- 
road   tommlssioners. 

Measures  passed  were:  Relating  to  the 
appointment  of  deputy  clerks  of  court; 
hxing  the  compensation  of  oil  inspectors; 
the  .'<enale  bill  llxing  the  salary  of  su- 
preme court  rei>oiters  at  Jl.jmi.  and  the  ap- 
propnatlcm  reimbursing  those  who  ad- 
vanced money  lor  the  state  exhibit  at 
Omaha. 

The  senate  pa.ssed  the  anti-tramp  bill, 
givln.g  police  power  to  trainmen.  Tnere 
were  few  dissenting  votes.  The  objection 
sprang  from  the  fear  that  employes  might 
abuse  this  power.  Coopers  oiil,  speeiry- 
ing  the  nuallllcations  of  county  judges 
the  snme  as  practicing  attorncvs  in  ois- 
tricts  exceeding  -{000.  was  defeated.  The  bill 
appropriating  the  sum  for  the  addition 
to  the  asylum  at  Jamestown  was  passed. 


Jamestown— Jimmy  Gorman,  a  section 
man  in  the  employ  of  the  Northern  Pa- 
clhc.  was  struck  by  a  light  engine  and 
received  injuries  which  will  probably  re- 
suit  fatally.

The  License  Laws. 

Rev.  O.  H.  Wilson  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  church  at  Twenty-first  ave- 
nue west  and  First  street,  delivered  an 
eloquent  address  at  a  mass  meeting 
held  under  the  management  of  the  tem- 
perance committee  of  this  city  at  his 
church  yesterday.

MILLIONS  IN  ICE. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  ventures 
into  which  the  apparently  limitless  cap-

R.  B.  Ayres,  of  the  incorporators,  is 
authority  for  the  statement  that  $1,000,- 
000  already  has  been  paid  m,  and  a  pro- 
po.sition  made  to  increase  the  capitaliza- 
tion to  $5,000,000. 

Architects  have  completed  plans  foi- 
four  immense  buildings,  to  be  respec- 
tively 500,  350,  250  and  175  feet  long.  En- 
gineers are  at  work  staking  off  sites  for 
Several  hundred  artesian  wells  from 
which  the  water  to  make  ice  will  be 
drawn. 

Annandale  Is  on  the  ocean  side  of 
Staten  Island,  opposite  Atlantic  High- 
lands. The  company  will  erect  Immense 
docks,  and  a  fleet  of  nine  modern  stee' 
steamers  \\  M  carry  the  product  to  ice 
depots  in  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan 
Brooklyn,  Bronx  and  Queents.  Thr 
stockholders  of  the  new  company  met 
recently.

THIS  ISLAND  IS  A  MAGNET. 
In  the  Baltic  and  Danish  island  Born- 
holm,  which  is  situated  about  twenty- 
four  miles  east  by  south  from  the  near- 
est point  of  Sweden,  may  be  regarded 
as  a  huge  magnet,  says  the  Boston 
Traveler.  Although  the  power  of  this 
magnet  island  is  not  so  great  that  it 
can  draw  the  nails  out  of  ships,  as  was 
told  of  the  legendary  magnetic  hlll.s.  the 
magnetism  of  the  rocks  on  the  islantl  «)f 
Bornholm  can  and  do«'s  cause  a  good 
deal  of  trouble  to  ships  In  quite  another 
way.  for  the  island  exerts  such  an  In- 
tlUi'nce  on  the  magnetic  needle  thai  it 
causes  a  vessel  to  luri\  perceptibly  askh- 
from  Its  course.

'I  sold  the  other  day  the  most  curi- 
ous estate  I  eever  heard  of,"  said  Will- 
iam F.  Lynn,  a  prominent  citizen  of 
Loudoun  county,  Va,,  to  the  Washinif- 
ton  Star.  "I  have  carried  this  esta^i' 
around  in  my  vest  pocket  for  the  best 
part  of  the  year.  So  far  as  1  know, 
there  is  but  one  other  piece  of  properly 
at  all  like  it  in  the  world.  And  what  i.s 
still  stranger,  perhap.s.  while  I  had  a 
bona  fide  offer  from  a  New  York  mil- 
lionaire to  manage  this  estate  for  a 
period  of  years  in  such  a  way  as  to 
yield  the  heirs  the  handsome  incom-s 
which  would  have  capitalized  the  prop- 
erty at  ai)out  $40,000.  one  of  the  heirs 
bid  it  in  at  the  public  sale  for  $;]0:t. 
This  estate  was  the  famous  I'ppervillo 
madstone.  which  has  been  in  the  hands 
of  the  Fred  family  for  over  150  years. 
A  second  liid.  or  what  we  call  under  th-? 
Virginia  law.  a  10  per  cent  l)id  lias  been 
made,  and  the  stone  will  be  auctioned 
again.  But  I  think  it  will  remain  in 
the  family.

Beyond  this,  however,  no  charge  what- 
ever was  made  for  scores  of  most  ro- 
markal)le  cures. 

"\  journal  was  kept  by  various  mem- 
bers of  the  family  who  had  charge  of 
the  madstone,  in  which  was  entered  tne 
name  and  age  of  every  person  on  whom 
it  was  used,  and  the  character  ot  the 
wound  treated.  The  entries  in  this 
book,  made  in  the  <iuaint  handwr'itinv; 
of  member  after  memhor  of  the  family, 
the  most  of  whom  have  long  since  turn- 
ed to  dust  in  their  graves,  are  most 
interesting.  While  the  stone  was  in  my 
possession  'I  had  occasion  several  times 
to  u.se  It  upon  persons  who  were 
brought  to  me  in  great  agony  of  mind 
over  wounds  they  had  received  from 
the  l>ite  of  rabid  dogs.

THROWIXG  DICE  FOR  $100,000. 

A  man  in  New  York,  who  has  evident- 
ly studied  well  the  science  of  probabili- 
ties, has  Invented  a  most  fascinating 
game  of  chance  whereby  he  is  largely 
profiling.  He  deposited  in  the  Chemical 
National  bank  $.")00  and  made  a  check 
against  it  which  was  duly  certified.

As  th?  fund 
has  gr.iwn  the  c'neck  has  been  increased 
until  now  it  calls  for  $1(K).000.  and  the 
man  who  operates  the  check  has  pock- 
eted $S0.0f)O.  Ther?  is  no  restriction 
against  his  withdrawing  the  check  and 
the  game  any  time  he  desires,  but  it  i*' 
so  profitable  that  he  will  hardly  do  so. 
The  sum  of  m»mey  to  be  won  is  .so  large 
that  the  dic^  machine  is  kept  busy  .ill 
the  time.  It  Is  located  In  a  barroom  in 
lower  Broadway,  near  Wall  street,  and 
is  patronized  by  brokers  and  their 
clerks.

1 
have  .spent  almost  $160  in  th^  game  my- 
self, and  some  of  those  Wall  street  men 
have  spent  thousands  of  dollars  against 
it.  One  aftern«ton  I  was  in  there  and  .. 
young  fellow  from  the  clearing  hou.-i« 
monopolized  th?  machine  until  the  t>lac< 
was  closed  up  at  night.  As  fast  as  hf 
could  pull  down  the  lever  and  t'na  dl'^e 
fall  he  nulled  it  again,  and  the  man  in 
charge  kept  books  on  him.  I  doii  t 
know  how  many  times  he  threw,  but  it 
must  have  been  thou.sands,  and  I  wa^- 
told  that  he  hadr^'t  thrown  five  of  any 
number  in  all  t'rat  time." 

It's  the  percen  - 
age  that  beats  the  player.  The  mathe- 
matical probability  of  five  si^xes  being 
thrown  at  once  is  as  one  to  7766.  but  m 
this  case  SOO.OOO  throws  have  been  mode 
without  a  winning. 

LOSTMINE  IN  MICHIGAN. 

About  half  a  century  ago  a  rich  sil- 
ver vein  was  found  on  the  copper  ranffe 
south  of  Houghton.  Mich.,  and  the  sil- 
ver excitement  throughout  Houghton 
founty  was  at  fever  heat.  Everybody 
haiJ  the  craze,  but  there  was  only  <-ne 
man  who  knew  the  whereabouts  of  Iho 
vein  says  the  Detroit  News.  A  trappe- 
and  hunter  named  Draper  frequently 
brought  into  Hougliton  rich  sWver  .spe- 
cimens, but  where  they  came  from  he 
never  told,  and  the  secret  always  re- 
mained a  secret  with  him.  He  was 
known  to  Ik'  making  a  home  in  the  vi- 
rlnity  of  Penn  mine,  on  the  south  range, 
with  the  Indians,  who  were  very  nu- 
merous in  this  part  of  the  country. 

One  day  Draper  got  into  trouble  with 
the  Indians,  shot  one  of  them,  and  es- 
caped from  the  country.  He  returned 
some  years  ago,  and,  taking  a  partner, 
went  into  the  woods  again.  The  two  re- 
mained there,  coming  to  town  for  pro- 
visions from  time  to  time,  and  bring- 
ing as  much  silver  m  nuggets  as  they 
could  carry.  When  th«-  var  broke  ou^ 
Draper's  partner  enllstefl  in  the  first 
company  that  left  Houghton  and  was 
killed  In  the  battle  of  Bull  Run.  Draper 
remained  in  the  woods  and  died  there, 
carrying  the  secret  of  the  I  ig  silver 
find  into  the  other  world  with  him. 

A  few  years  after  Draper's  death  Ig- 
natius Zeeber.  who  was  condu<ting  a 
tailoring  establishment  in  L'Anse,  hav- 
ing removed  there  from  Houghton,  got 
the  sHver  craze  and  gave  up  his  busi- 
riess  to  search  for  Draper's  mine.  Dur- 
ing the  twenty  years  that  have  pa.^sed 
since  that  time  Zeel>er,  or.  as  he  is 
more  familiarly  known  to  those  who 
frequent  the  wowJs.  S;iver  Fritz,  ha:-, 
femained  at  the  Penn  mine.  In  th.- 
vi'!lnlty  of  which  Draper  was  supposed 
to  pave  located  the  silver,  but  whether 
he  \\c»  succeeded  In  locating  the  coveted 
sliver  mine  is  not  known.  Some  think 
he  has,  but  the  majority  who  know  h'm 
say  thev  are  confident  he  has  not. 


SOLDIERS*  HOMES  EXEMPT. 

Iheir  Eatables  Cannot  Be  Regulated 
By  State  Laws. 

\'/ashington.  Feb.  27.-1  n  the  Iniied 
States  supreme  court  nti  opinion  was 
handed  down  I  tday  by  Justice  I'eckhaift 
in  the  case  of  the  state  of  Ohio  vs.  Gen. 
J  E.  Thomas,  governor  of  the  Soldiers' 
home  at  I>avt«)n.  The  cnso  was  a  proseci;- 
llon  against  Gen.  Tbomsis  under  stale 
laws  for  tailing  to  post  a  placard  in  the 
eating  room  at  the  home,  stating  that 
oleomargarine  is  u.sed  th*re.  The  court 
held  that  the  state  law  was  unct>nstl»u- 
tlonal  In  its  application  to  the  Soltli.  rs' 
home.  Justice  Harland,  while  agrcelug 
ill  ihe  judgment,  took  issue  with  si»mt  of 
the  lints  laid  down  in  the  opinion. 

■i'he  «'ourt  also  decided  the  case  of  the 
First  National  bank  of  Wellington,  Ohio, 
vs.  H.  P.  Chapman,  treasurer  of  Loraine 
couiitv.  The  case  involved  the  validity 
of  the  s»ate  laws  applicable  tt>  national 
banks,  the  allegation  being  that  th*  laws 
i>ermlt  descriminatl()n  against  the  sK.ik- 
holoers  of  such  banks.  The  supr.-ine 
court  affirmed  the  opinion  of  th  •  court 
b.iow.   holding   Ihe   laws   to   be   valid.

IRON  RED  HOT  IN  WATER. 

One  of  the  nstonisbing  things  developed 
through  the  Introduction  of  electricity  in- 
to everydav  affairs  is  a  forge  made  for 
bench  use  for  the  heating  of  soiderin^j 
irons  or  light  pieces  of  metal  for  working 
on  the  anvil,  where  the  heating  is  ac- 
complished by  plunging  the  artlcif  to  be 
heatetl  into  a  tray  of  water.  Noi'niii!; 
could  be  imagined  more  contradictory  of 
one's  preconceived  Ideas  than  this  |;ro- 
cedure.  and  yet  to  the  electrician  1 1  Is  per- 
fectly simple,  says  the  New  York  d\m. 

He  makes  the  proiier  connectlon.s,  plun- 
ges his  iron  Into  the  water,  and  pretty 
soon  the  Iron  will  begm  to  glow  und-.-r 
water  and  then  to  turn  red  or  wliife  hot. 
just  as  he  desires  it  for  working.  Wht  n 
he  gets  through  working  the  iron  I'.e  may 
plunge  it  into  the  water  again  and  cool  it 
with  a  "siss  "  as  iX|M*dltlously  as  he  could 
in  any  other  tank  of  water.  This  curious 
forge  is  made  as  follows:  The  tank  Is  ot 
wood  or  of  any  other  substance  which 
will  holil  water  and  not  form  an  eleciri.-al 
conductor.  One  wire  of  the  electric  «.ir- 
<ult  passes  to  the  bottom  of  the  tank, 
where  it  Is  connected  to  a  plate  of  metal 
which  lies  there.  Over  this  plate  waUr, 
preferably  saturated  with  salt,  tills  t!".e 
tank  nearl.v  to  the  top  and  »e^^•es  to  con- 
diH't  the  iMirrent  to  whatever  object  5s  to 
be  heale<l.  Nothing  could  be  belter  for 
this  purpose,  for  the  water  iiaiurady 
closes  all  about  the  object  and  tit.-i  it  on 
ever.v  side.  The  «»ther  end  of  the  curroni- 
conductlng  wire  Is  fasten»Hl  to  the  tongi* 
or  led  to  a  metal  framework  at  the  edge 
of  the  tank  <»n  which  the  tongs  or  tin 
shank  fif  a  soldering  Iron  lie  when  It  <s  to 
be.  heate<l.  The  moment  the  object  to  be 
heated  Is  plunged  into  thf*  water  a  current 
pa.sses  from  the  water  through  the  object, 
anil  at  the  same  moment  some  of  the 
water  Is  decom|>o8e<l  by  electrolytic  ac- 
tion. The  nitrogen  of  the  water  becomes 
electrified  and  adheres  to  the  object  to  be 
heated  and  forms  a  film  of  gas,  -..iilrh 
separates  the  object  completely  from  the 
water,  while  at  the  same  time  this  gas 
forms  such  an  ofjstructlon  to  the  pajss  i.;;e 
of  the  electrU;  current  that  the  energy  «if 
the  current  Is  turned  into  heat. 

Electric  forges  of  various  designs  :.re 
coming  into  use  in  place  of  fires  for  manv 
of  the  bhu'ksmlth's  operations,  on-.'  of 
the  new  ones  offered  to  the  trade  is  ar- 
ranged with  one  of  its  electrodes  niouriff-i 
at  the  end  of  an  ordinary  anvil,  while  the 
other  electr'Mle  is  swung  above,  wher"  it 
can  be  drawn  dow/i  by  the  pressure  of  a 
foot  upon  the  p«-«lal.  The  arm  above  bai* 
a  wheellike  revolving  head,  and  at  tiir 
end  of  the  spokes  of  this  wheel  are  bl<-cks 
of  metal  of  various  forms,  adapted  to  fit 
the  objects  to  be  heated.  The  black- 
smith turns  down  the  form  that  suits  Ids 
work,  presses  his  f<»ot  on  the  pe<lal  .md 
watches  until  he  has  a  proper  heat.,  and 
then,  releasing  the  arm.  forges  and  finish* 
es  his  work  on  the  vei^-  anvil  where  11 
was  heated.  Such  <-lever  tools  canno^.  of 
course,  take  the  place  of  the  old  bellows 
and  lire  for  Isolated  shops,  but  In  factories 
they  are  rapidly  In-lng  introduce*!. 

Over  800,000  Men. 

In  the  I'nited  States  823,476  men  are 
emfHoyed  by  the  railways.  This  means 
that  one  man  in  about  every  eighty-five 
of  the  total  population  Is  a  "railroader." 
The  army  of  men  required  to  operate 
our  railways  Is  equal  to  the  standing 
ar^nles  of  F"urr»pe.  The  degree  of  ex- 
cellence reached  by  American  roads  In 
their  development  generally  and  In 
their  passenger  service  particularly  is 
foilay  the  wonder  of  the  world.  This 
is  exemplified,  perhaps.  In  no  l>etter 
way  than  by  the  perfection  of  the  XJil- 
waukee's  Pioneer  limited  train  between 
Chicago  and  the  Twin  Cities.  It  is 
surely  a  paragon.  The  private  compart- 
ment cars  run  on  this  train  are  in  great 
favor  with  ladles  traveling  alone  or 
with  children  and  a  jiosilive  botm  to  In- 
valids.

QUICK  WITH  THE  GUN. 

Men  on  the  Frontier  Used   to   Rapid 
Tiriag. 

"I  read  In  a  new.spapep  the  <»ther  day," 
.said  an  old  frontiersman,  "of  two  men 
who  met  up  In  Montana,  Indulged  in  n 
little  rapid-gun  play  and  both  fell  mor- 
tally wounded  at  the  first  shot.  Inci- 
dents of  this  sort  are  not  so  uncomm<m 
as  tme  might  think.  Men  on  the  frontier 
who  use  a  gun  at  all  leurn  to  be  quick 
with  the  trigger,  as  the  fraction  of  a  sec- 
i»nd  may  m-nm  life  or  death.  I  recall  one 
Mich  incident  In  particular. 

"In  the  early  ■70s  Charley  Collins  wiir* 
•  Kiie  of  the  most  famous  and  perhap.s  ihe 
most  d.'S|)erate  of  the  criminal.s  on  the 
Tex.is  iMuder.  He  held  up  trains,  ndibed 
stages,  stole  horses,  m  p'dered  tiVcdtra 
aiul  committed,  other  crimes  until  tie 
rewards  «>flered  for  his  capture,  dead  or 
alive^  eX(.edet|  $lO,0(Ht.  At  that  time 
VVill  Anderson  was  dei'Uly  United  ."States 
tnarshal  al  Dallas,  Tex.  He  was  the 
nerviest  iman  1  ever  knew.  He  was  ;i 
dead  shot,  absolutely  without  fear,  and 
the  teiror  of  evil  doers.  He  had  a  tiome- 
Avhat  remarkable  «areer.  A  native  of 
Illinois,  he  went  to  Tcvas  before  the 
war.  He  .was  drafted  Into  the  Confed- 
erate arm.v,  but  hi."'  .n'mpathies  were 
with  the  North,  :ind  at  the  .Irst  (  jipor- 
tunlly  he  desert-^d  and  made  his  way  to 
hi."  old  home,  wher-  'i>  i-ntered  an  Illi- 
nois regiment.  He  was  captured  by  the 
Confederates,  ibut  escaped.  At  the  bat- 
tle |iif  Shiloh  he  rec  »ived  a  bullet  in  th«^ 
head  which  laid  him  up  Tor  in.iuv 
months.  When  the  war  closed  he  vvenf 
back  to  Texas,  ami  lvis<  courage  anil 
quick  handling  of  a  gun  bt-ought  abou» 
his  appointment  as  deputy  Cnlted  States 
marshal.  Before  long  he  was  the  terr  >r 
rif  bord»»r  bandits.  No  man  got  the  drop 
on  him,  and  more  than  one  man  who 
tried  It  had  his  career  suddenb  biought 
ti*  a  close. 

"In|lS76  Anderson  started  out  to  run 
Collins  down.  He  soon  made  Texas  too 
•hot  for  him.  and  Collins  llrd  to  Col)- 
rado.  and  Ih^'nce  to  W.vomlng.  and  to 
the  Black  Hills  country,  then  filled  with 
about  the  toughest  aggregation  of  men 
ever  brought  together.  Anderson  kopl 
clo.se  after  him,  and  Collins  started 
north  for  the  British  possessions.  Aii- 
di^rtson,  divined  his  plan  and  made  for 
Pembina,  then  the  gateway  to  Mani- 
toba. He  had  to  wait  only  a  few  hours 
when  Collins  came  into  town.  Both 
'men  were  on  the  alert.  They  me'«.  In 
the  street,  caught  sight  of  each  other 
at  the  same  time,  pulled  their  revolvc.s. 
fired  on  tthe  instant  and  both  fell  dead. 
Neither  spoke  a  word  after  being  shot. 
Anderson  was  taken  back  to  Dallas, 
where  he  had  the  biggest  funeral  ever 
seen  in  that  city.  His  farnlly  got  the 
reward.  Taking  everything  Into  con- 
sideration, it  was  about  the  most  per- 
sistent pursuit  and  the  most  tiagic 
climax  I  ever  knew  of. 

"About  the  same  time  there  took  Dlace 
dffwn  In  New  Mexiio  an  affray  which 
was  for  many  years  the  talk  of  th  it 
reigion.  Between  Roton  and  Maxwell 
stands  an  old  2-story  house.  It  Is 
hardly  a  stone's  throw  from  the  Santa 
Pe  railroad  track  and  stands  directly 
on  the  old  Santa  Fe  trail.  The  high 
gabled  roof,  the  shattered  doors  and 
windows  and  the  general  tumble  down 
artpearance  of  the  house  give  It  an  un- 
canny look.  If  walls  had  tongues  the.ae 
walls  could  tell  many  a  tale  of  robbery 
and  .murder. 

"In  the  early  '70s.  when  justice  in  f^ih 
wild  Western  country  was  bone  by  vig- 
ilance committees,  manv  bad  men  in- 
fesited  that  region,  and  the  most  desper- 
ate of  them  all  was  Chunk.  Who  he  was 
or  where  he  came  from  no  one  knew, 
but  all  recognized  him  as  a  thorough- 
going desperado,  <'um1  respected  him  ac- 
cordingly. The  most  cold-blooded  and 
outrageous  crimes  were  attributed  to 
him  and  he  bi>asted  of  having  com- 
mitted them.  With  ugly  scars  on  his 
face  and  a  brace  of  6-shooters  and  a 
Ixiwie  knife  In  his  belt,  he  presented  a 
figure  which  made  men  uncomfortable 
when  he  met  them  in  lonely  places.  In 
direct  contrast  to  Chunk  was  Clay  .\lli- 
son.  also  a  desperate  man,  but  possess  'd 
of  many  good  qualities.  He  lived  on 
thfl Pecos  in  New  Mexico,  and  died  there 
only  a  few  years  ago.  It  was  he  who  rid 
the  country  of  the  terrible  Chunk,  and 
that  he  was  not  killed  In  the  encounter 
was  surprising. 

"Eaiiy  In  1876  an  emigrant  going  Into 
New  Mexico  stopped  at  the  old  adobe 
house  besMe  the  trail.  Chunk,  who  v,as 
there  also.  Invited  the  stranger  to  go  for 
n  short  tramp.  The  newcomer  appro  I- 
ated  that  there  could  be  no  safe  refusal 
to  the  invitation,  and  went.  Within  a 
few  hours  Chunk  returned,  but  nothing 
more  was  ever  heard  of  the  emigrant. 
The  natives  knew  that  the  stranger  hnd 
been  murdered  and  n»bbed.  but  nobodv 
dared  to  refer  to  the  fact  openly.  Chunk 
sat  around  awhile  and  then  left.  So^m 
Clay  Allison  arrived.  The  story  of  Ihe 
murder  was  related  to  him.  In  straijrht 
English,  naturally  embelli.shed  with 
swearing.  Alli.«on  expressed  his  o'jinion 
of  Chunk.  .Somebody  who  heard  him  re- 
peated Allison's  remarks  to  Chunk,  who 
■innounced  that  Alli.son  must  die.  It 
was  some  time  before  the  men  met,  pnd 
me:intime  Allison  had  been  informed  of 
the  threat  jnade  by  Chunk.  Both  made 
nrenarations  accordingly, 

"In  the  old  adobe  house  the  two  men 
met  for  the  first  time.41  Chunk  accosted 
in  the  most  friendly  manner  the  i.Tin 
'vhom  he  had  threatened  to  kill,  and  the 
salutation  was  j*eturned.  neither  being 
thrown  off  his  guard  by  the  apparent 
friendliness  of  the  other. 

"  'How  long  will  you  be  here?'  a8k<?d 
Ohunk. 

"  'I'll  stay  for  dinner  and  possibly 
longer.*  answered  Allison. 

"Chunk  thereupon  extended  an  invi- 
tation to  dinner  to  Allison  and  it  was  ec- 
nepted.  As  good  a  dinner  as  the  hou.^'c 
'"ould  afford  was  ordered  by  Chunk  for 
two.  and  ctmong  the  edibles  »<as  roast 
beef.  When  dinner  was  ready  the  two 
entered  the  dining  room,  both  aware 
that  the  crisis  was  approaching,  and 
each  watfhing  the  other  intentlv.  Thev 
sat  at  ooDOSlte  sides  of  the  table  with 
the  roast  beef  In  front  of  Allison. 
"  'Will  you  carve'.''  asked  Chunk. 
"It  was  a  perilous  situation,  but  th" 
man  on  the  other  side  of  the  table  l.'d 
no  alternative.  Had  he  refused  he  would 
have  been  branded  as  a  coward.  With 
a  smile  he  answered  'Certainly.'  and, 
taking  up  the  knife  and  fork,  prepared 
to  cut  the  meat.  As  the  knife  was  sink- 
ing into  the  roast  Chunk  drew  his  re- 
volver, but  in  elevating  it.  struck  the 
muzzle  against  the  edge  of  the  table. 
The  Interference  caused  only  a  mo- 
ment's delav.  but  that  moment  cost 
Chunk  his  life.  Almost  at  the  same 
time  that  the  weapon  struck  the  edge 
of  the  table  a  shot  rang  out.  and  Chunk 
sank  forward  on  the  table  dead  with  n 
bullet  hoi?  In  the  center  of  his  forehead. 
So  quick  was  Allison's  act  of  drawing 
and  firing  that  the  •robabllltles  are  that 
both  men  would  have  fired  at  the  same 
time  had  Chunk  not  been  unlucky  with, 
his  revoi\  er. 

■■Alli.«on  quietly  put  away  his  revolve- 
and  was  .soon  on  his  way  from  Red 
River  crossing.  He  .said  nothing  and 
nobiMlv  spoke  to  him.  but  settlers  when- 
ever they  heard  the  story  praised  him 
for  rlddinsr  the  country  of  Chunk.  Thr 
traveler  of  today  along  the  old  Santa  F- 
trail  who  stops  at  the  adobe  hous?  will 
be  told  this  story  bv  a  white-haired 
Mexican  who  lives  there  and  owns  a 
small  floi  k  of  sheep  which  are  pastured 
In  the  cemetery  where  Chunk  llec 
burled.

GOLD  IN  CUBAN  SEAS 


Millions  of   Treasure  Await 

the  Coming  of  Yankee 

Genius. 


Wrecks  With  $6,200,000  In 

Gold  and   Ninety-Four 

Tons  of  Silver. 


Our  new  Islands  In  the  \yest  Indies 
furnish  one  opportunity  for  American 
spc.'Ulatlve  genius  that  has  l>een  curi- 
ously overlooked,  .says  the  Chlcafr" 
Inter-Ocean.  On  the  submerged  i-ocks 
and  reefs  and  In  the  dangerous  pass- 
ages around  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico  Is  un- 
told wealth — millions  of  dollars  in  gold 
coin,  silver  bars  and  Jewels.  In  the 
past  Spain's  rapacious  rule  has  pre- 
vented the  recovery  of  much  of  this 
treasure,  although  several  men  have 
been  made  millionaires  by  the  findings 
of  ilivers  in  Culian  waters. 

During  the  early  years  of  Spain's  rule 
in  the  new  world  hundreds  of  galleons 
.sailed  yearly  from  Mexico  and  the 
shores  of  South  America  for  Spain,  stop- 
ping at  the  ports  of  Culm  and  pa.ssing 
out  into  the  Atlantic  through  the  Wind- 
ward passage.  For  more  than  a  cen- 
tury there  was  a  <iose  rivalry  between 
Ihe  buccaneers  and  the  hurricanes  io 
see  which  could  sink  the  greater  num- 
ber  of  these  treasure  fleets.  In  many 
cases  the  location  of  the  wrecks  is  now 
definitely  known,  while  in  man.%  otheis 
the  re<'ords  at  Madrid  and  at  Havana 
show  the  location  only  approximately. 
West  Indian  waters  outside  of  the  har- 
bors are  exceedingly  clear,  so  that  il  is 
oftentimes  possible  to  see  to  the  dejith 
of  eighteen  or  twenty  feet,  making  it 
easy  for  divers  to  make  the  necessary 
exploration.  Indeed,  with  some  of  the 
recently  invented  submarine  iioats — 
such  a  boat,  for  Instance,  as  Simon 
I.«ike's  Argonaut,  which  crawis  on  the 
bottom  of  the  sea — It  would  be  a  com- 
paratively easy  task  to  prowl  around 
on  the  bottom  of  the  sea  and  discover 
these  old  wrecks  and  loot  them  of  their 
gold. 

A  little  research  Into  the  musty  rec- 
ords of  Madrid  shows  that  during  the 
early  part  of  the  seventeenth  century 
over  $30,000,000  worth  of  silver  alone 
was  shipped  from  Spain.  During  th- 
latter  part  of  the  seventeenth  century 
one  mine,  the  Valenclana,  of  Ouana- 
zuatr>,  employed  4000  slaves,  and  the 
company  owning  it  lost  $1,000,000  every 
year  by  pirates  and  accidents  at  sea 
w  ithout  in  the  least  impairing  its  credit 
In  European  markets.  Most  of  these 
enormous  losses  strew  the  ocean  bottom 
around  the  West  Indian  islands.  A 
careful  search  of  old  Spanish  records 
would  reveal  the  approximate  locatio;; 
of  scores  of  the  treasure  wrecks,  so  that 
they  could  be  visited  with  very  little 
difficulty. 

My  researches  have  been  limited  to 
such  ancient  Spanish  records  as  may  be 
found  In  America,  and  from  these  alone 
— and  their  number  compares  with  thi* 
Immense  libraries  of  such  works  in 
Madrid  as  a  drop  to  a  stream — I  have 
unearthed  the  stories  of  more  than  a 
score  of  vessels  and  fleets,  the  wrecks 
of  which  now  He  In  American  watens. 

East  of  the  Isle  of  Pines  are  the  Gar- 
dlnlllos,  or  famous  Jardlne  rocks,  where 
lies  a  whole  fleet  of  good  ships.  It  was 
here  that  the  daring  buccaneer  captain. 
Barthelome  Portugues.  lost  the  richest 
prize  he  ever  took  In  his  adventurous 
career,  and  it  lies  there  today,  awaiting 
the  lucky  submarine  explorer.  The  ac- 
count of  the  wreck  In  the  old  books  Is 
most  circumstantial. 

Barthelome  Portugues  had  fitted  out  a 
small  3-pounder  vessel  at  Golpho  Triste, 
on  the  gulf  of  Campeachy,  and  with  a 
crew  of  thirty  men  he  had  captured  a 
treasure  galleon  bound  from  Carth.a- 
genla  to  Havana.  It  was  a  lucky  ad- 
venture. The  Inventory  of  the  ship's 
goods  showed  over  $100,000  worth  of  gold 
and  silver  bullion,  with  as  much  more 
in  coin.  Portugues  set  his  sails  for 
Tortuga.  but  as  they  were  passing  Cape 
Corrientos  three  swift-sailing  guard 
ves.sels  from  New  Spain  swept  down 
upon  the  ship  and  captured  him  and 
the  entire  crew,  and  took  them  In  lri>ns 
to  San  Francisco  In  Campeachy.  The 
old  account  tells  how  Portugues  eccapei 
that  night,  and  after  an  almost  in- 
credible journey  through  the  swamps, 
secured  a  canoe  from  a  friend,  enlisted 
thirty  men,  and  actually  recovered  the 
ship  that  had  been  taken  from  him. 
Then  he  sailed  away  again  for  Tortuga, 
that  island  of  lilood  and  spoil. 

Off  the  Isle  of  Pines  a  hurricane 
brought  down  vengeance  upon  him  and 
carried  him  irresistibly  on  the  Jardlne 
rocks,  and  the  galleon  with  all  its  trea- 
sure went  down.  Some  of  the  hardy 
buccaneers  escaped  In  a  small  boat  to 
tell  the  story,  but  the  gold  and  silver 
bullion  for  which  they  risked  so  much 
is  still  heaped  In  some  hollow  of  that 
rock-lH>und  bed  of  the  sea.  This  trea- 
sure would  pay  richly  for  the  recovery. 
Another  account  of  sunken  treasure  Is 
told  as  a  musty  Joke  on  a  musty  tome. 
In  1650  three  canoes,  manned  by  fifteen 
buccaneers,  each  crept  around  the  west- 
ern .end  of  Cuba  and  came  suddenly 
upon  one  of  his  majesty's  treasure  ship- 
bound  from  Caraccas  to  Havana.  They 
swarmed  over  the  side  of  the  great 
vessel  like  so  many  rats,  and  threw 
every  Spaniard  overboard.  The  un- 
couth victors  ransacked  the  vessel  for 
booty,  but  to  their  disgust  found  only  a 
small  quantity  of  wine  In  the  officers' 
quarters,  and  in  the  hold  a  lot  of 
grayish  metal,  which  some  wiseacre  on 
board  decided  to  be  tin  ore,  and  not 
wishing  their  newly  acquired  vessel  t'> 
be  laden  with  such  trash,  the  leader 
ordered  it  to  be  thrown  overboard,  and 
there  It  lies  to  this  day,  not  far  from 
the  Colorado  lianks,  not  less  than  fif- 
teen tons  of  fine  silver  bars. 

Another  treasure  wreck  Is  the  center 
of  a  most  romantic  and  thrilling  story 
of  crime.  In  the  year  1717  Charles 
Vane,  a  notorious  pirate  of  the  West 
Indies,  cai'tured  about  $80,000  in  pieces 
of  eight  that  were  l>elng  taken  by  diver.» 
fi-om  one  of  five  plateshlps  that  had 
gone  down  in  a  storm  Just  east  of  Key 
West.  The  silver  bars,  as  they  were 
brought  to  the  surface  by  divers,  wer^' 
sti-red  in  a  little  fort  on  the  mainland 
to  await  the  Ouardacosta,  which  was 
carrying  the  treasure  In  Installments 
to  Havana.  Vane  learned  of  this,  and 
made  a  sudden  descent  upon  the  fort 
captured  the  treasure,  rowed  out  to  the 
vessel  where  the  divers  were  at  work 
captured  the  ship,  and  sailed  away, 
leaving  the  destitute  crew  and  diver- 
marooned  on  the  barren  key.  The  plati 
fleet  of  five  galleons,  on  which  thes. 
divers  were  working,  was  carrying  $4. 
(KKl.OOO  In  bullion  when  II  was  wrecked, 
and  less  than  one-fourth  was  recovered 
and  captured  by  Vane.  The  old  records 
estimate  that  $3,000,000  still  remains  In 
the  sea  at  this  point. 

Another  circumstantial  but  Incom- 
plete report  tells  of  the  wreck  of  sev- 
eral treasure  galleons  In  th'  gulf  of 
Florida  In  1676.  Of  this  treasure  $8,000.- 
000  in  pie.  es  of  eight  were  recoveied  anil 
carried  to  Havana.  Fifty  thousand 
more,  after  being  stored  on  the  shore 
were  captured  by  the  famous  Capi 
Jennings,  who  had  hastily  equipped 
ierTwenly-flv^  years  ago,'and  how  an  I  three  sloops  In  Jamaica.  After  this  as- 
ln8t«n»'s  delay  might  mean  life  o-  sault  the  Spaniards  abandoned  all 
(jpati,"  I  further  work  on  the    sunken    galleons. 
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and  lost  all  knowiedge  of  their  exac. 
locality.  There  is  no  question  that  a 
little  exploration  here  will  reveal  this 
sunken  fleet,  which  still  contains,  ac- 
cording to  the  old  records,  several  mil- 
lion dollars  in  gold  and  silver. 

Somewhere  a  few  miles  southwest  of 
the  Isle  of  Pines  there  is  a  princely 
fortune  in  diamonds  and  gold  awaltitii< 
the  hunter  who  will  travel  the  Ijottoni 
of  the  Caribbean  sea  and  cast  a  searcti- 
light  carefully  over  the  hulls  of  sunken 
t;easure-ships.  It  is  the  remains  of  a 
Spanish  ship  in  the  royal  service,  wiiose 
commander.  Don  .Sebastian  Jeminez. 
tnuch^'d  at  Santiago  de  Cuba  in  I^Wj. 
on  his  way  to  Spain.  He  was  carrying 
the  "King's  fifth"  from  the  silver  mines 
of  Guanaba.'oa.  amounting  to  nearly 
twelve  tons  of  good  silver  bars,  .ind  un- 
known but  iinnieiise  .luanlities  of  per- 
sonal treasure  shli)ped  by  home-goin;; 
mcichanls.  ITpoji  sailing  from  San- 
tiago he  was  caught  in  a  terrific  tem- 
pi st.  which  tore  the  ship  from  hs 
anchor  and  drove  it  upon  the  rocks 
within  sight  of  the  observers  on  the 
bluffs  al  Santiago.  No  vestige  of  the 
ship  or  crt  w  was  ever  seen  again.  The 
galleon  pmbably  lies  not  far  from  the 
rcienl  naval  battle  ground  between  the 
Spanish  and  American  lleets,  and  it 
offers  a  prin-ely  lure  for  the  bold  sub- 
marlnti  who  will  conduct  a  patient 
seaiv'h. 

Another  and  probably  the  richest  of 
all  treasure-ships  lost  in  the  West  In- 
dies was  wrecked  in  1679.  A  notal)le 
company  of  officials,  ecclesiastics  and 
citizens  of  New  Spain  were  on  board, 
bound  for  Spain,  at  the  invitation  of 
ihi*  king.  They  carried  the  most  costly 
persimal  possessions.  The  record  tells 
of  diamond  cro.sses  of  enormous  value, 
and  presents  that  were  to  win  the  favor 
of  the  givat  king  of  Spain,  besides 
many  tons  of  silver  bullion,  which  wa.s 
actually  use-d  as  ballast.  But  many 
limes  richer  than  all  these  were  the 
bars  of  gold  which  most  of  the  offiiial.s 
were  carrying  with  them  l»ack  to 
Spain,  in  the  hopes  of  living  the  rest 
of  their  days  in  distinguished  opulence. 
On*'  of  the  ladles.  Dona  Inez  Kscobedo, 
was  taking  with  her  an  Indian  slave  as 
a  present  to  her  brother,  who  was  gov- 
ernor of  one  of  the  Canary  islands.  The 
few  negro  slaves  on  board  were  servil* 
enough,  but  the  Indian,  who.se  namg 
the  records  do  not  give,  was  unmanage- 
able and  grew  more  obstinate  at  every 
punishmeVit. 

One  morning,  when  the  ship  was  a 
few  leagues  .southeast  of  the  Isle  of 
Pines,  the  captain  was  horrified  to  find 
that  water  was  jiouring  into  the  hold. 
He  was  about  to  descend  through  the 
hatchwa.v  to  discover  the  cause,  when 
the  warning  voice  of  the  Indian  de- 
<  lared  that  the  first  man  to  appear 
through  the  opening  would  be  shot.  Im- 
mediately those  who  gathered  about 
heard  the  blows  of  a  hatchet  upon  the 
liotlom  of  the  vessel.  The  horrSlJ^ 
truth  dawned  upon  them  that  the  un- 
tamable Indian  intended  to  escap" 
.'iavery  by  wrecking  the  ship  with  all 
im  board.  They  threw  down  a  negro 
slave,  ijelieving  that  his  liody  would  re- 
,elve  the  fire  of  the  Indian,  ttut  every 
thing  al)f>ve  the  hatches  was  plainly 
visible  from  the  darkness  below,  and 
the  negro  lay  where  he  fell,  stupefied 
with  fear,  while  the  blows  of  the 
hatchet  rained  faster  than  ever,  and 
the  roar  of  the  water  constantly  In- 
cieased  in  volume.  Al  last  an  old  offi- 
cer. Jose  Nunez.  sprang  suddenly 
through  the  opening  Into  the  hold, 
waist-deep  in  water,  and  charged  upmi 
the  Indian,  sword  in  hand.  He  was  fid- 
lowed  by  half  a  dozen  others.  The\ 
splashed  around  and  finally  found  the 
Indian  under  a  beam,  beneath  the 
water,  where  he  had  crawled  and 
drovVned  himself.  The  most  frantic 
efforts  were  made  to  stop  the  leak,  but 
the  ship  sank,  and  it  was  with  difllculty 
that  even  one  boatload  of  the  passen- 
gers was  able  to  escape. 

Numerous  attempts  were  made  by  ihi- 
Spaniards  to  recover  the  treasure  from 
this  ship,  but  divers  never  could  find  it. 
These  are  only  a  few  of  many  score  of 
similar  wrecks,  the  records  of  which 
an  lie  found  in  the  old  Spanish  reports 
and  histories.  They  will  Indicate  in 
some  measure  the  enormous  richness  of 
these  liithertiuindcscrlbed  resources  of 
our   new   possessions.

I  gent,  who  sent  Deputy  Frank  Magle  to 
i  fetrh  back  the  fugitive.  Smith  made 
I  no  objieitlon  to  coming  with  the  deputy, 
amt  the  pair  arrived  this  morning  at  the 
jail. 

Smith  was  arraigned  l)efore  Judg»* 
Cant.  The  county  attorney  informed 
the  court  that  the  prisoner  had  been 
surrendered  by  his  bondsmen.  The 
juuge  then  made  an  order  committing 
Smith  to  the  county  jail  in  default  of 
$o(H»  bail,  which  Smith  was  not  able  to 
procure.  He  did  suggest  that  peihaps 
Mr.  Webster  would  go  on  the  new  bund 
for  him.  When  that  gentleman  heard 
the  proposition,  he  looked  weary,  and 
a^ked  the  l^ystanders  it  they  savv-  any- 
thing about  him  to  indicate  that  he 
WKS  ftcllsh.

Supt.  Oenfeld  Admires  Their  Use 
Aurora  Schools. 

Superintendent  K.  E.  Denfeld  has  re- 
turned from  the  meeting  of  the  depart- 
ment of  superintendents  of  the  National 
Educational  association  recently  held 
at  Columbus,  Ohio.  Mr.  Denfeld  said 
that  an  excellent  program  was  fully 
discussed  and  a  good  many  knotty 
problems  elucidated.  While  away  Mr. 
Denfeld  visited  the  public  schools  of 
Chicago  and  Aurora,  111.,  as  well  as 
those  of  Columbus.  It  was  at  Aurora 
that  he  was  most  Ihipressed.  The 
Women's  club  of  that  city  resolved  that 
the  art  training  of  a  child  should  com- 
mence at  the  earliest  stages  of  Its  edu- 
cation and  that  this  training  could  be.st 
l>e  accomplished  by  placing  object  les- 
sons in  correct  art  daily  Ijefore  the  eyes 
of  the  scholars.  To  this  end  the  club 
took  the  interior  decorati(>n  of  the 
school  rooms  in  hand,  exercising  a  care- 
ful personal  supervision  over  the  work. 
To  begin  with  the  utmost  care  is  taken 
in  decoratmg  the  interior  walls  and 
ceilings  of  the  rooms.  Not  only  are  the 
tints  employed  cabulated^^y  give  the 
best  results  as  to  light,  out  they  are 
also  chosen  with  a  view  to  the  influence 
they  may  exert  upon  the  minds  of  the 
scholars.  No  healthy  child  likes  a  dark, 
dingy  room,  these  women  contend, 
either  to  play  in  or  to  study  In.  so  the 
walls  are  tinted  with  graduated  colors 
in  proper  artistic  shades,  becoming 
lighter  as  they  mount  up  the  walls  un- 
til they  fade  away  and  harmonize  with 
the  brightly  finished  celling. 

In  the  rooms,  all  of  which  are  ar- 
ranged differently,  are  placed  plaster 
( asts  of  specimens  of  the  sculptor's  art, 
most  of  these  being  reproductions  of 
famous  pieces  of  ancient  and  modern 
statuary.  There  are  also  carefully 
chosen  copies  of  the  i)est  and  most  cele- 
iTHted  picture.s. 

Mr.  Denfeld  much  admires  this  plan 
and  said  today  that  there  was  no  douot 
that  the  beautifying  of  many  a  home 
will  be  the  result  of  this  judicious 
method  of  interesting  the  young  in  true 
art  work.

Evangelist  Schiverea  Is  Clos- 
ing Lp  a  Most  Effective 
Month's  Work. 

Yesterdav  was  Evangelist  Schlverea'.s 
last  Sunday  in  Duluth,  and  he  was  met 
bj  crowded  houses  at  the  Armory,  both 
afternoon  and  evening.  The  evangelist, 
h:  ving  planned  U>  rest  a  bit.  stepped 
quietly  Into  the  back  of  the  M.  E. 
.'huri.h  for  the  morning  service,  but  Dr. 
Long  caught  sight  of  him  at  once,  and 
the  result  was  that  the  audience  there 
wa.s  agreea!>ly  surprised  with  an  excel- 
lent sermon  from  an  unexpected 
s«  urce. 

In  the  aftern»)on  the  text  was  from 
the  words.  "What  think  ye  of  Christ'.'" 
Mat.  xxii.  42. 

The  evening  text  was  from  First 
Kings,  xviii.  21:  "How  long  halt  ye 
lieiweon  two  opinions.  If  the  Lord  be 
(Jod.  follow  him:  but  If  Baal,  then  fol- 
low him.  ■  The  evangelist,  in  a  telling 
.sermon,  showed  the  difference  between 
opinions  and  the  courage  needed  to  put 
them  in  force.  He  said:  'It  is  not  a 
question  of  opinion  with  men,  but  of 
thi  ught  and  courage. 

"Men  almost  without  exception  be- 
licvi  they  have  souls;  they  also  believe 
In  Jesus  Christ,  and  that  He  can  gic 
salvation.  They  know  the  right  but 
they  do  not  do  it.  Why  not'?  With  tne 
Jews  whom  the  prophet  challenged  with 
th"  words.  "If  the  Lord  be  God.  serve 
him,"  one  of  the  reasons  why  they  did 
not  d»>  it  was  they  dared  not.  Four 
himured  prophets  of  Baal  and  only  one 
faithful  man  of  God.  A  majority  on  the 
side  of  wrong;  the  minority  on  the  sid.^ 
of  right. 

"Today  many  men  are  held  back  by  a 
similar  lack  of  courage.  Popularity 
and  expediency  say:  Stay  with  the 
many:  you  can't  afford  to  go  with  the 
minority,  your  iiuslness  will  suffer.  Tiie 
>cung  mun  says:  '1  can  afford  to  be 
pojiular  and  go  to  ruin,  but  I  can't 
afford  to  do  the  right  and  lose  popu- 
larity.' The  young  lady  says:  'I  can't 
afierd  to  step  over  the  line  from  the 
gay,  giddy  multitude  to  stand  alone 
vitb  God.' 

"Again,  as  with  the  Jews,  the  faUse 
gods  had  to  be  given  up  for  the  true. 
The  gods  of  money,  of  business,  of 
drink,  of  pleasures.  These  are  dear  to 
many  hearts  and  it  hurts  to  give  them 
up. 

"The  drinking  man  says:  'You  have 
too  much  excitement  in  your  meetinss.' 
I'll  tell  you  when  there  will  be  excite- 
ment, when  your  rum  throws  you  into 
hell.  You  will  have  exclte<ment  enough 
there.  Friends,  we  would  have  excite- 
ment if  100  men  were  drowning  out  here 
in  Lake  Superior.  Why  can  not  we 
allow  a  little  of  it  when  souls  are  dying, 
going  to  ruin  by  many  hundreds  In 
your  city"? 

"Again,  the  Jews  were  held  by  the  in- 
fatuation of  the  fal.se  gods  they  had 
served  so  long.  Infatuation  holds  men 
to  the  <jld  habits  and  life  even  though 
it  l>e  to  ruin  and  disgrace  and  loss. 

"It  is  not  a  question  of  opinion,  but 
of  the  courage  of  conviction.  'How  long 
halt  ye?'  if  the  Lord  1h?  God.  serve  him. 

Mr.  Schiverea's  work  here  will  end  to- 
morrow night  after  which  he  will  prob- 
ably go  to  Two  Harbors  for  a  short 
time.  He  will  speak  at  the  Armory 
tonight  and  tomorrow  night.  Tomorrow 
win  be  a  busy  day.  He  will  address  the 
high  ychfxjl  at  its  chapel  service.  He 
will  conduct  a  noonday  meeting  from  12 
to  1  o'clock  at  the  Y.  .M.  C.  A.  building.

A.nong  the  matters  that  will  probai)ly 
come  before  the  council  this  evening  i.s 
Alderman  NeKson's  ordinance  awarding 
llie  telephone  franchlsst  to  R.  H.  Evan.^. 
Th's  was  introduced  Feb.  13.  It  pro- 
vWles  that  the  rates  shall  Iw  not  over 
$20  for  residence  phones  and  $35  for 
business  telephones  the  first  year,  and 
$30  thereafter:  that  the  company  shall- 
p.iy  one  half  of  l  per  cent  of  the  gross 
earnings  semi-annually,  and  that  free 
ccnntclion  with  Superior  shall  be  given. 
The  term  of  the  franchise  is  fixed  at 
tv.'e!«ty-flve  years,  and  the  city  Is  given 
the  right  to  purchase  the  plant  at  any 

time  after  five  years,  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  the  cost  of  duplicating  It.  with 
10  I  er  cent  added. 

The  Uesche  matter  will  come  up,  un- 
doubtedly, it  having  come  to  be  a  part 
t>f  the  regular  order  of  business.  The 
police  and  license  committee  has  not 
made  much  progress  in  the  way  of  get- 
ting evidence,  as  the  witnesses  have. 
With  one  or  two  exceptions,  refused  to 
testify.  It  is  thought  that  the  commit- 
tee may  rep<jrt  progress  and  ask  in- 
structions. Possibly  it  may  report 
report  some  conclusions. 

The  contract  for  lighting  New  Duluth 
is  a  special  order  of  busines.s.  There  i.s 
so'ne  opposition  to  it  on  the  .score  of 
the  length  of  time  it  is  to  run,  and  also 
the  price  to  be  paid,  and  there  may  be 
a  warm  debate. 

Alderman  Duren's  ordinance  requiring 
tlic  Duluth  and  Superior  short  line  road 
to  take  up  its  track  on  the  east  side  of 
Garfield  avenue,  from  Oak  to  Pine 
avenues,  may  not  be  reported  this  eve- 
ning. The  committee  has  received  a 
communication  from  the  Omaha  rail- 
road people  asking  to  be  heard  on  the 
matter,  and  it  was  thought  the  report 
^'.  ould  l)e  delayed  on  this  account.  It 
was  understood  that  the  railroad  peo- 
ple were  to  meet  the  committee  this 
afternoon. 

Alderman  Duren's  wood-peddling  or- 
dinance has  been  construed  as 
barring  out  farmers  from  bring- 
ing in  wood  and  selling  it  on 
the  street,  and  the  committee  will, 
if  it  reports  on  the  matter  this  evening, 
probably  report  an  amendment  elimin- 
ating that  feature. 

The  city  attorney  will  advise  that 
the  assessment  again.st  the  property  of 
the  Western  Land  association  for  the 
improvement  of  Pine  and  Arthur  aven- 
ues be  satisfied  in  full  on  payment  of 
50  per  cent  thereof  and  Interest  from 
date  of  confirmation.  The  association 
had  asked  that  25  per  cent  l)e  received. 

The  city  attorney  will  submit  a  bill 
m  tklng  the  records  of  the  city  engi- 
neer'*, office  prima  facie  evidence  in 
court. 

The  city  attorney  was  this  morning 
up  to  his  ears  in  the  problems  of  wino 
strains,  "R.  W.'s"  water  rams  and 
others  that  are  involved  in  the  Tischer's 
creek  bridge  investigation,  and  he  in- 
timated thai  there  wjis  not  much  pros- 
I  p;t  of  his  wading  out  in  time  to  report 
this  evening. 

It  is  understood  that  H.  A.  Roth,  who 
has  been  running  an  auction  store 
under  the  St.  James  hotel,  and  whose 
license  was  revoked  by  the  council  last 
week  on  the  ground  that  he  had  been 
guilty  of  swindling  methods,  wMl  ask 
that  he  be  allowed  to  run.

Tbf  rightful  n.nne  for  the  .oniraplioj) 
is  "torpedo  tiller.  "  ami  it  consists  of  .i 
full  eiiclf  of  brass,  about  a  foot  in  dia- 
meier.  three-ciKlilbs  of  an  inch  thi.-k. 
and  iilifjut  one  and  a  half  inches  across 
I  he  rim.  There  are  several  scales  for 
measuring  altitude,  angles,  etc..  in- 
scribed upon  the  rim.  and  on  a  cross 
bar  through  the  center  of  th.-  circle  is 
a  sighting  appaialns,  something  like 
ihe  sights  on  a  dial  compass  compoi) 
cd  with  those  on  a  long  range  target 
lille.  This  rv\k-  was  taken  (•ff  the 
wrecked  Vizcaya  by  William  Harbour, 
a  seamen  on  the  Glou(-estcr,  who  was 
fi-rmerly  a  Smithville  boy,  and  by  him 
sent  to  his  old  friend.  Harry  Hnxkle- 
hui^-t,  as  a  gift  to  the  mu.seum  of  the 
Duluth  Historical  and  Scientific  as.so- 
ciation. 


A  VANISHING  FUND. 


The  True  inwardness  of  Suit 
to  Annul  Dinham  Town- 
ship Organization. 

The  move  to  abolish  the  township  orT 
ganizatlon  of  the  tmvn  of  Dinham  is 
about  to  cause  a  good  many  complica- 
tions and  present  some  intricate  prob- 
lems. The  Canosia  people  are  said  to 
be  behind  the  matter  and  thereby 
hangs  a  tale. 

.Some  years  ago  when  things  were 
booming  and  the  goose  was  altitudilum. 
the  people  of  Canosia  township  issued 
bonds  to  the  tune  of  $10,000.  This  was 
a  mere  bagatelle  in  those  days  when 
every  farmer's  wood  lot  was  listed  in 
two  or  three  real  estate  offices  at  firom 
$100  to  $300  an  acre.  The  farmers  felt 
rif'h  and,  b'gosh,  they  didn't  care  who 
knew  it  so  the  bonds  went.  In  those 
halcyon  days  the  township  of  Canosia 
was  much  more  extensive  than  at  pres- 
ent. Since  then  the  towns  of  Grand 
Lake  and  Dinham  have  sloughed  off 
as  it  were,  from  the  parent  oi-ganiz- 
ation,  set  up  housekeeping  for  them- 
selves and  left  the  old  folks  to  pay 
those  boom  time  bonds,  only  one  of 
which  has  matured  and  l^een  paid. 

To  add  to  the  woes  of  the  deserted 
Canosians,  their  supervisors  with  rare 
good  judgment  formed  a  sinking  fund 
of  about  $3000.  This  was  good  business, 
but  unfortunately  the  fund  did  not  re- 
main only  sinking,  but  sunk  out  of 
sight  with  the  Marine  National  bank  in 
which  it  had  been  deposited.  TIius 
was  the  cup  of  sorrow  filled  to  the  brim 
for  the  dwellers  in  and  around  the 
wooded  shores  of  Pike  lake,  and  in  cast- 
ing about  for  ways  and  means  to  light- 
en their  burden  some  bright  mind  hit 
upon  an  alleged  flaw  in  the  township 
organization  of  the  town  of  Dinham  and 
forthwith  a  mighty  effort  was  projected 
by  which  it  is  hoped  that  the  prodigal 
sons  of  Dinham  wjll  be  forced  to  return 
to  the  township  of  Canosia  and  go  down 
deep  into  their  jeans  to  help  pav  the 
loss  occasioned  by  the  boom  time  bonds 
and  the  sinking  of  the  sinking  fund.

The 
founty  attorney  is  not  allowed  pay  for 
a  stenographer  to  assist  him.  The  over- 
worked clerks  in  the  oflice  of  the  clerk 
of  the  court  don't  have  to  do  the  neces- 
.sary  copying,  so  they  politely  decline  to 
do  it.  The  tired  out  gentlemen  in  the 
auditor's  office  have  troubles  of  their 
own  just  at  present  in  the  shape  of  the 
most  extensive  tax  apportionment  in 
the  history  of  St.  Louis  county,  which 
takes  up  all  their  regular  work  hours 
and  a  few^  extra  ones  daily,  so  that  it 
really  does  seem  as  if  the  county  at- 
torney will  have  to  pound  a  typewriter 
for  ten  hours  a  day  for  the  next  week 
himself,  in  order  to  put  the  judgments 
into  proper  shape.  This  is  one  result 
of  the  policy  of  rigid  economy  now  in 
vogue  with  the  county  commissioners, 
and  it  is  fully  appreciated  in  the  quar- 
ter where  it  hits  hardest.

Rebels  at  Malabon  Fire  rrom 

the  Jungle  on  the 

Callao. 


THE  RAINY  SEASON 


Sickness    Is     Expected    to 

Largely  Increase  When 

It  Begins. 


Manilla,  Feb.  28.  10:10  a.  m.— The  rebels 
at  Malabon  fired  upon  the  cruiser  Cal- 
lao from  the  jungle  yesterda.v  while  Ad- 
miral Dewey  was  visiting  the  Monad- 
nock.  Three  shells  were  dropped  by  the 
nronltor  Into  the  Malabon  church,  de- 
molishing the  structure  and  killing  a 
number  of  rebels  who  were  inside. 

A  factory  at  Malolos  Is  reported  to  be 
running  day  and  night  to  supply  am- 
munition for  the  insurgents.  The  ignor- 
ance of  the  natives  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  they  haVe  collected  empty.Sprlng- 
field  shells  and  are  refilling  them.  Over 
2000  of  these  cartridges  have  been  dis- 
covered in  houses  In  Pandacan  by  an 
officer  of  the  Washington  voiunteer.s. 

The  cruiser  Charleston  and  the  gun- 
boat Concord  have  gcme  on  a  ten  days' 
cruise,  presumably  looking  for  fllibus- 
terers.  It  Is  believed  that  arms  are 
being  landed  In  small  quantities  at 
northern  points.

everyt>ne  was  a.s  much  in  the  dark  re- 
garding the  admiral's  sudden  requ.'sl 
for  such  a  large  number  of  articles  thai 
have  never  been  used  by  the  navy  at 
thc»y  were  three  days  ago  i-egarding  thu 
urgent  neces-slty  for  the  Oregon's  pres- 
ence. There  was  much  siveculatlon  as  to 
why  Admiral  Dewey  could  not  purchase 
all  the  coaling  baskets  he  wantecJ  li. 
Hong  Kong,  and  there  was  a  dlsposiliim 
to  question  whether  1h»  wouk)  be  abK 
to  use  more  than  1000  baskets  if  he  haci 
them. 

However,  the  confidence  of  the  navy 
dc'partment  in  t.he  admiral  is  such  as 
to  carry  conviction  that  he  must  have 
sufficient  reasims,  whether  political  or 
not,  for  everything  he  a.sks,  and  an  elTort 
will  be  made  to  send  the  .'1000  steel  bas- 
kets to  him,  if  it  recpiires  a  sneclally 
chartered  steamer  or  two  to  carry  them. 


TO  CARE  FOR  THE  SICK. 


Large  Increase   of  Sickness   Is  Ex> 
pected  at  Manilla. 

Washington,  Feb.  2S.— With  the  ap- 
proach of  the  rainy  reason  In  the  Philip- 
pines, now  posxibly  not  a  month  off.  a 
material  Increase  In  Ihe  sickness  among 
our  troops  may  be  looked  for.  The  war 
department  authorities  apprehend  no 
alarming  <Ieve|opnierits  in  the  condition 
of  our  men  as  the  result  of  the  Incoming 
of  Ihe  rainy  season,  but  have  prepared  to 
me«;t  any  possible  ccmtingencles.  The 
city  of  M.inilla,  Itself  and  the  troops  re- 
maining th-'-re  with  reasonable  care  may 
be  exjitcted  to  get  along  fairly  well.  Out- 
sifle  of  Ihe  city  conditions  are  n«»t  en- 
couraging and  are  favorable  to  malarial 
anci  similar  Indispositions. 

In  a  general  way  there  Is  likely  to  be 
a  considerable  number  of  ca.ses  of  ail- 
ments originating  from  climatic  causes 
and  an  unusual  number  of  doctors  and 
medicines  have  been  rendezvoused  at 
Manilla.  The  medical  fore,-  now  on  the 
island  is  believed  to  be  sufllclent  for  or- 
dinary purjxtsea  and  to  meet  any  demanils 
of  the;  future  reinforcements  are  being 
hurried  there.  The  hospital  ship  Relief 
will  sail  from  New  York  direct  for  Man- 
illa via  the  Suez  route  In  a  day  or  two 
with  151)  pic-ked  men  from  the  ho«<pltal 
corps  and  about  ten  doctors.  Tills  Is  In 
addition  to  th»'  regular  eoulpment  of  the 
dot-tors  and  nurses  of  the  Relief.  The  Re- 
lief will  tw'  placed  at  the  disposal  of  Gen. 
Oils  either  as  a  flouting  hospital  or  for 
use  In  transferring  the  sick  and  convsl- 
•  seenl  to  the  general  hospital  now  under 
way  Ht  San  Kramiseo.  She  Is  loaded  with 
all  the  medlral  sunpH''^  that  she  can  lar- 
ry.  iIioukIi  there  has  l>een  no  offlelal  cull 
from  the  Philippines  for  these  sunplles.

Immediate  Action  In 

His  Behalf. 


New  York,  Feb.  28. — It  was  announced 
at  the  district  attorney's  office  today 
that  Edward  M.  Rogers,  husband  of 
Mrs.  Rogers,  daughter  of  Mrs.  Adams, 
would  call  upon  District  Attorney  Gar- 
diner during  today  and  make  a  state- 
ment. He  will  do  this,  it  is  said,  at 
his  own  solicitation.  Mr.  Rogei*s  is  a 
traveling  salesman  with  headquarters 
,at   Buffalo. 

Mr.  Weeks,  counsel  to  Molineaux.  said 
he  would  take  no  Immediate  legal  action 
in  his  client's  behalf;  hence  the  habeas 
corpus  proceedings  will  not  be  resorlad 
to. 

It  was  said  at  the  district  attorney's 
(dHce  today  that  the  present  grand  jury 
would  not  be  called  upon  to  consldei^lhe 
case  of  Molineaux.  The  new  grand 
jury,  however,  will  be  srjvorn  In  on 
Monday.  It  Is  understood  that  the  en- 
tire staff  of  the  district  attorney  is  now 
at  work  on  the  Barnet  poisoning  case. 


HOW  THEY  TOOK  IT. 


Actions  of  Mr.   and   Mrs    Molineux 
After  His  Arrest. 

New  York.  Feb.  28.— Roland  B.  .Moll- 
neux's  tirsl  night  In  the  Tomlw  was  an 
uneventful  one,  outwardly.  The  alleged 
poisoner  of  Mrs.  Adams  and  Henry  C. 
Barnet  took  his  new  surroundings  with 
that  remarkable  sang  froid  that  has  been 
characteristic  of  him  since  first  his  name 
was  mentioned  In  the  Adams  case.  It  was 

said  that  District  Attorney  Gardiner 
would  today  ask  the  grand  jury  to  indict 
Molineux  for  the  two  alleged  murders  and 
would  bring  up  wllnosses  who  did  not  ap- 
l>ear  at  the  coroner's  in(|uesl.  <3n  the 
other  hand  it  was  said  that  Mollneiix's 
attorneys  would  try  to  scfcure  the  young 
clubman's  reU-asc!  on  habeas  corpus  i)r<i- 
oeedlngs.  Whatever  happens.  Coroner 
Hart  will  hear  the  case  tomorrow,  and 
an  effort  will  then  be  made  to  have  Moli- 
neux admitted  to  ball. 

Young  Mrs.  Molineux,  who  was  on  the 
verge  of  hysterics  when  she  heard  last 
night  of  her  husband's  arrest  visited  him 
In  the  Tombs  early  today.  There  was  lit- 
tle evidence  visible  of  the  distress  which 
she  exhibited  last  evening. 

Mrs.  Molineux  will  doubtless  take  an 
important  part  In  the  trial,  her  relations 
with  Barnet  previous  to  her  marriage  bid- 
ing characterized  by  Col.  Gardiner  as  be- 
ing the  cause  of  the  murder  of  that  club- 
man. 

The  evidence  so  far  produced  against 
.Mollnc-iix  is  considered  as  ample  to  secure 
.an  inciictment  for  sending  the  poisoned 
bromo-seltzer  to  Harry  Cornish,  which  he 
innoeeiitly  administered  to  Mrs.  Adams. 
That,  however,  might  not  warrant  con- 
viction of  murder  in  the  first  degree,  as 
it  cannot  be  shown  that  Molineux  Intend- 
ed to  kill  Mrs.  Adams,  or  even  had  ever 
heard  of  her  existence. 

A  collateral  Issue  of  the  coroner's  in- 
quest, however,  was  the  death  of  Henr>' 
C.  Barnet.  Dr.  WItthaus  has  not  yet 
made  his  report  on  the  chemical  analysis 
he  made  of  the  organs  taken  from  Bar- 
net's  exhumed  body.  He  may  do  it  to- 
<lay  before  the  grand  jury.  Should  his  re- 
rxirt  prove  what  Is  generally  expected. 
Molineux  may  be  Indicted  for  the  murder 
of  Barnet.  As  It  Is  now,  the  warrant  on 
which  lie  Is  held  does  not  mention  Bar- 
net's  name  and  merely  makes  him  ))rlmar- 
lly  responsible  for  Mrs.  Adams'  death.  For 
these  reasons  Mollneux's  lawyers  have 
assured  him  thai   he  Is  ncj  serious  danger.

Rusk  oppo.sed  the  measure  on  th  • 
ground  that  it  endangered  the  trust 
funds,  and  Vandercook  took  a  simdar 
position,  holding  that  Its  passage  would 
rob  the  people  of  security  for  trust 
funds.  Frost  upheld  his  bill,  maintain- 
ing that  the  state  was  in  a  position  to 
demand  adequate  security,  and  it 
ought  to  have  equal  risk  with  ordinary 
depositors.  McGrath  offered  an  amend- 
ment requiring  banks  to  furnish  bonds 
to  protect  individual  depositors.  The 
bill  and  amendment  finally  went  back 
to  the  committee  on  state  affairs.  Sev- 
eral minor  bills  were  advanced  to  a 
third  reading  including  the  one  relat- 
ing to  li'-ense  of  peddlers.

St.  Paul,  Feb.  28.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — In  the  house  today  the  Dem- 
Ing  bill  to  facilitate  purchase  and  con- 
demnation of  lands  within  the  limits  of 
Itasca  state  park,  and  to  appropriate 
money  therefor,  was  recommended  to 
pass  by  the  committee  on  publi:: 
parks. 

Senator  Colter's  bill  relating  to  mu- 
nicipal courts  In  cities  of  less  than  50O0 
inhabitants  was  favorably  reported  by 
the  judiciary  committee,  which  also  rec- 
ommended the  Grass  bill  for  cash  ball. 

The  committee  substitute  for  the  Tor- 
rey  bill  to  designate  the  plan  of  life  and 

casualty  insurance  companies  was 
passed,  as  also  were  the  Heimerdinger 
antl-blackllst  lill  and  the  Elwell  ap- 
propriation of  $1000  for  dissemination  of 
useful  livestock  information,  the  Heim- 
erdinger bill  passing  67  to  16  and  the 
Elwell  bill,  after  some  debate.  67  to  .18. 

A  committee,  consisting  of  Pugh, 
Fultcm,  Ferriss,  O'Neil  and  Wheaton, 
was  appointed  to  visit  United  States 
Senator  Davis  and  invite  him  to  address 
the  house  at  such  time  as  would  be 
most  convenient  to  him.  The  c*ommii- 
tee  reported  2:30  today  as  such  hour, 
and  Yale  offered  a  resolution  Inviting 
the  .senate  to  be  the  guests  of  the  house 
at  that  time,  which  was  adopted. 

Among  the  new  bills  was  one  by 
Allen,  prohibiting  change  of  venue  on 
the  ground  that  a  corporation  is  not  a 
resident  of  the  county  where  action  is 
first  brought. 

There  was  a  lively  debate  In  the  hou?e 
today  when  In  committee  of  the  whole 
over  the  Fosnes  bill — an  act  to  assist 
assessors  In  reaxihlng  taxable  property  — 
the  bill  was  assailed  from  all  sides.  It 
is  intended  to  reach  notes  and  other 
forms  of  Indebtedness  which  are  tax- 
able and  which  are  concealed  by  their 
owners  to  avoid  taxation,  and  requires 
the  pror>erty  owners  to  hand  the  asses- 
sor a  cximplete  list  of  all  such  notes 
under  oath.  After  talk,  the  bill  In  its 
entirety  was  referred  back  to  the  com- 
mittee on  taxes  and  tax  laws.

District  Attorney  Shows  Why 

Suspicion    Was    Cast 

Ipon  Cornish. 


Now  \.nk.  Ffb.  ii.— Kolan.l  Murnhum 
Molineiix.  sun  of  Gen.  Leslie  Molineiix,  of 
Brooklyn.  was  arrested  last  niRhi. 
thaiKul  with  murcleriiiK  A5rs  Kathertne 
J.  Adams,  of  this  city,  on  Dee.  2S.  ISSW.  He 
•was  locked  up  in  the  Tombs  prison.  The 
arrest  followed  the  verdict  of  the  cor- 
oner's jury,  aecuslUK  hlnrt  of  the  crime. 
While  the  innuest  wa.'  hiM  to  Inquire  In- 
to the  death  of  Mrs.  Adams,  it  also  went 
into  the  elreiimstanct  s  of  the  death  of 
Harry  C.  ISarnet.  of  the  Knickerbocker 
Athlttle  club,  who  was  pi>isone<l  by  a  pow- 
der rt^teived  through  the  maiil.  as  was 
Mrs.  Atlams.  The  cases  are  so  closely 
connected  that  they  am  scarcely  be  con- 
sidered separately.  The  pro-.-eedin^s  of 
the  rtnal  day  of  the  inquest  were  sensa- 
tional in  the  highest  degree. 

Roland  H.  .Vlollneux  sat  and  listened  to 
the  testimony  of  the  handwriting  cxiK^rts 
without  betraying  any  nervousness  at  all. 
Not  so  with  his  lather,  however.  Gen. 
Molineux  seemed  almost  on  the  verge  of 
collapise  duriivg  the  greater  jiart  of  the 
hearing. 

It  was  just  4:35  oclock  when  Di»iricl 
-Attorney  Gardiner  aro.se  and  announced 
that  all  the  evidence  in  the  hands  of  the 
l«eople  had  l)een  given  and  h?  faced  th»' 
jury  .«ud  began  to  sum  up  the  case.  He 
t-xplaitied  to  the  jury  the  reasons  for  the 
delay  in  bringing  the  case  to  an  Investi- 
gation, -sayine:  that  it  was  necessary  to 
tletermine  whether  Mrs.  Adams  had  in 
reality  dUnl  of  poison.  Professor  Witthaus 
did  discover  poison  in  the  contents  of  the 
bottle  and  as  soon  as  it  was  possible  for 
the  district  attorney's  office  to  go  ahead 
with  the  Inquest  it  did  so. 

"In  consequence  of  ihe  publicity  which 
the  case  wa.s  given."  continued  Mr.  Gard- 
iner, "certain  per.*on3  bt-camt  suspicious 
and  were  put  on  their  guard.  Certain 
methovls  had  therefore  been  made  to  dis- 
arm suspicion.  The  first  witness  who  was 
j>iaced  on  the  stand  {'J"ornlsh)  was  made 
to  suspect  that  he  was  the  guilty  party 
and  the  evidence  he  gave  was  the  evidence 
of  a  man  full  of  con-sternatlon.  But  In 
this  direction  we  disarmed  suspicion  from 
the  really  guilty  person.  Now  the  very 
next  man  to  go  upon  the  stand  (Molineiix) 
was  the  person  that  the  public  had  settled 
up«.>n.  How  the  community  reachetl  this 
conclusion  Is  a  question.  When  this  wit- 
ness was  called  and  my  able  assistant 
treated  him  In  sucii  an  apok>getlc  man- 
ner. It  was  done  to  disarm  Iiim  of  sus- 
Iiiclon. 

"Th»^rc  was  a  general  feeling  of  anger 
against  the  district  attorneys  office  on 
this  account.  But  we  had  a  duty  to  per- 
form. NVe  were  placed  In  the  position  to 
make  it  ap;>-ar  thai  Cornish  was  really 
the  guilty  person.  Then  the  guliry  per- 
.son.  seeing  that  he  was 'not  suspected, 
was  perfectly  willing  to  give  us  ali  the 
liandwriting  we  wanted.    And  we  got  It." 

Continuing  he  said:  "You  have  just 
heard  the  evidence  as  given  by  these  ex- 
perts in  handwriting.  That  s^.ems  to  me 
to  be  conclusive.  There  is  another  ele- 
ment in  this  case  of  wonderful  import- 
ance. That  Is  the  circumstantial  evidence 
which  was  brought  out.  There  was  the 
purchase  of  the  bortle  holder.  Where  was 
the  bottle  bought?  In  Newark  on  Dec. 
21.  Where  was  It  mailed?  On  the  Broad- 
way side  of  the  postotlice.  Molineux  was 
in  that  vicinity  at  the  tlm^  It  was 
mailed.* 

Col.  Gardiner  then  w^nt  on  to  tell  the 
circumstances  under  which  Molineux  ad- 
mici.fl  that  on  the  stand  he  met  his  wife, 
and  said: 

"Now  that  woman's  charact<?r  (meaning 
Mrs.  Molineux)  has  bein  portri.ved  in  this 
court  room  by  her  own  tei'tlmony.  For  a 
thousand  years  down  to  the  present  time 
murders  of  this  kind.  It  has  been  demon- 
strated have  been  committed  on  account 
of  two  reason-s — jealousy  or  hate — and  In 
the  larse  majority  of  instances  either  by 
a   wom;in  or  a  degenerate." 

Mr.  Gardiner  then  again  alludfd  to  the 
character  of  .Mrs.  Molineux  and  designat- 
ed her  "woman."  He  said  the  deaths  of 
Barnet  and  Mrs.  .\dams  could  not  be  seii- 
arated.  Barnet  had  In-en  poisoned  by  a 
Ijowder  sent  through  the  mail  ind  the  one 
who  sent  it  must  have  been  on  Intimate 
terms  with  him  and  acqualnt'^d  with  the 
fact  that  Barnet  u.sed  Kutnow  powder. 
Molineux,  he  said,   was  that  person. 

"Now.  in  the  killing  of  Barnet.  where 
was  the  motive?  We  have  it  by  circum- 
stantial evidence.  Barnet  was  attentive 
to  Blanche  Chesebrough.  He  wined  her 
and  dined  her,  invited  her  to  his  room  and 
.she  accepted.  They  were  In  fact  on  the 
closest  terms  of  Intimacy.  The  other  man 
want*  d  to  marry  her.  and  she  jiad  finally 
consented  to  do  so,  but  she  loved  Barnet. 
She  came  to  New  York  and  went  to  live 
frf)m  pla«e  to  place  with  no  apparent 
mean.s  of  support  and  no  one  to  care  for 
her.  And  now  we  come  to  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  things  connected  with 
the  case.' 

Mr.  Gardiner  then  n^ad  the  letter  writ- 
ten to  Barnet  while  he  was  111  and  .said: 
"Is  that  th»-  lanjjuage  of  one  ordinary 
friend  to  another?  ' 

Gen.  Molineux  interrupted  him  by  cry- 
ing out.  "Y'es,  It  Is." 

The  coroner  sllencetl  him  and  the  dis- 
trict attorney  resumed. 

He  dwell  upon  the  fact  that  Mrs.  Mo- 
lineux had  sent  flowers  and  a  letter  to 
Barnet  only  nine  or  ten  days  before  her 
marriage  and  dlscr<dile^l  the  ^^tatement  of 
Molineux  that  he  had  paid  for  the  flowers. 

"It  is  clear  thai  Mrs.  Molineux  loved 
Karn't.  but  knew  .Molineux  had  good 
prosptcts  and  she  wanted  to  be  taken  care 
of.    Thus  the    motive,'"  said  Mr.  Gardiner. 

Col.  Gardiner  here  took  up  Mollneux's 
hatred  for  <;*ornlsh  and  si)ol;e  of  Moll- 
neux's vl.sit.s  to  Chirii-town  and  his  Inti- 
macy with  persons  there.  Ce-mlng  down 
to  the  hiring  of  the  letter  boxes.  Col.  Gar- 
fllner  s<ild:  "In  one;  Instance  ihe  box  was 
rented  In  ihi-  nam*'  of  'H.  C  Barnet."  It 
was  not  Barnet  who  hired  It.  Who  was  It? 
You  heard  a  witness  i»\  this  stand  this 
very  day  .«wear  that  he  .saw  Molineux 
then-  leii  or  twenty  times  and  Identllleil 
him  as  hiring  the  box  In  Barnet  s  nam^. 
Then  there  was  anotlter  letter  box  hired 
In  the  name  of  Harry  Cornish  aned  a  let- 
ler  wa.s  recelveel  there  from  Krederlck 
ht«-arns  from  belroii  In  answer  to  one 
wiitten  by  "H.  S.  Cornish,'  making  In- 
quiry about  Harpster.  If  the  pers<in  who 
wrote  the  letter  of  inejulr.v  had  known 
ItiHt  Cornih'h  was  acquainted  with  Mr. 
Stearns  he  wotdd  probably  not  Ikiv«>  se- 
lected Cornish's  name.  N(»w  you  have 
seen  witnesses  ge*  u^ion  this  stand  as  »-x. 
IM'rts  in  handwriting,  unel  heaid  them  tes- 
tff.v  that  the  man  who  wrote  those  letters 
signed  'narry  e'ornlsh'  and  'H.  G.  Barnet' 
wrote  th<!  address  on  the  package  of 
poison.  Is  there  anv  doubt  In  yejur  mind 
that  Koland    B.    Molineux  did  It?" 

C<d.  Gardiner  then  said  that  the  letters, 
to  his  mind,  had  i>e*,n  written  by  a  de- 
generate. 

It  was  '>:l^  when  Col.  Gardiner  onclud- 
e«l  his  summing  up  and  after  a  brief 
eharge  to  the  jury  b>-  Coron<:r  Hart  the 
ease  was  given  In  the  haneJs  of  the  jury 
and   tile   ele-ven  went  out  to  eJellberate. 

The  jury  came  In  with  Its  verdict  at  S:^

:  Norway.  The  number  of  Swedes  arel 
',  Norwegian.s  among  the  miners  is  great, 
and  bad  blood  existed  between  the'n 
because  of  the  supposed  war  of  tlie 
fatherlands.  There  were  several  eii» 
counters  on  the  creeks,  in  \vhlch  more 
I  or  less  blood  was  shed.  The  story  of 
war  between  Sweden  and  Norway  \v;is 
brought  by  a  Frenchman  wlw  reach' d 
Dawson  early  in  January,  the  first  man 
to  push  through  over  the  ke.  He  said 
the  war  began  three  weeks  before  he 
left  Vancouver,  and  that  the  telegraphi*^ 
reports  told  of  engagements  almost 
dally.  The  count  told  how  indigniiy 
had  been  heaped  upon  the  smaller  na- 
tion on  a  question  of  precedence  at  the 
opening  of  parliament,  and  how  the  Nor- 
wegians rose  in  a  body  and  defied  th-^ir 
powerful  masters.  Then  Norway  wa- 
in arms  and  declared  for  freedom. 

The  story  was  not  finall.v  denied  until 
Jan.  2;{.  The  news  was  glatlly  received 
by  the  Swedes  and  Norwegians,  anet 
their  friendship  was  restored.  In  the 
meantime  the  story  had  Rone  on  dow  n 
the  Y'ukon  to  Eagle  City.  Forty  Mile 
and  Circle  City.  In  these  places  tJie 
yarn  Is  probably  still  accepted  as  Vac 
trutn. 


IMPORrANT  RULING. 


Men  Dying  of  Scurvy  In  the  Suburbs 
of  Dawson. 

Seattle,  Wash..  Feb.  :;8.— Advices  from 
Dawson  state  that  men  are  dying  of 
scurvy  in  the  suburbs  of  that  city.  Re- 
cently Je>hn  McPhall  was  found  almost 
dead  in  a  tent  on  Victoria  gulch.  His 
food  was  gone,  and  "he  was  waiting  for 
death,  unable  to  do  anything  to  h'^lp 
himself.  His  partner  had  been  taking 
care  of  him.  but  was  stricken  with 
scurvy,  and  hastened  to  Dawson  fo:* 
medical  aid. 

The  gold  commissioner  at  Dawson  has 
Just  made  the  important  ruling  that  "u 
p^r.son  locating  a  claim  and,  after  pros- 
pecting it  finds  it  a  blank  or  unprofit- 
able, he  can  make  an  affidavit  to  that 
effect  and  regain  his  right  to  locale 
again  on  unoccupied  grounds  in  that 
district.*"  Heretofore  a  person  lost  his 
right  after  recording. 

TORPEDO  GOtS  ASHORE. 


Believed  to  Be  One   Planted   During 
the  Spanish  War. 

Washington.  Feb.  28.— The  following 
telegram  has  been  received  at  the  navy 
tiepartment  from  Ol>server  Gray  of  the 
weather  bureau  at  Norfolk: 

"Torpedo  ashore  at  high  water  mark, 
two  and  a  half  miles  north  of  Coyners 
Hiil  life  saving  station.  In  goe>d  condi- 
tion, weighing  about  400  pounds.  No 
letters  eir  figures  can  be  found." 

The  navy  department  immediately 
sent  the  telegram  over  tf>  the  ehief  ot 
engineers  at  the  war  department.  The 
fact  that  the  weight  of  the  torpedo  was 
alviut  ItW  pounds  les.s  than  the  smallest 
useel  in  the  navy,  and  that  naval  tor- 
pedoes have  letters  and  figures  all  over 
them,  convinced  the  naval  officers  that 
the  tf>rptdo,  which  had  stranded,  is  one 
of  the  mines  planted  by  the  war  depart- 
ment at  the  entrances  of  harbors  at 
the  outbreak  of  the  Spanish  war.  The 
life  saving  keeper  ai  Coyners  Hill  was 
warned  to  let  the  inlne  alone  until  the 
war  department  claims  it.

House  Downs  the  Lac  Qui  Parle  Man 
By  a  Big  Vote. 

St.  Paul.  Feb.  i^.— The  house  was  In  ses- 
sion only 'about  three-ejuarters  of  an  hour 
last  night,  but  It  was  long  enough  fo:- 
a  very  pretty  fall  to  be  taken  out  of  Mr.

In   by    the  se-cretary  of  the   senate.     This 

bill,  which  was  passed  In  the  senate  last 
Friday,  provides  for  certifyin:?  eviden<'e 
up  from  the  railroad  and  warehouse  com- 
mission to  the  district  courts  on  appeals 
from  the  decisions  of  the  commission. 
Mr.  Jacobson  has  a  similar  bill  In  the 
house,  anel  It  was  predicted  last  weel: 
that  there  would  be  a  clash  when  the 
Miller  measure  made  Its  appearance  In  the 
birthplace  of  the  Jacobson  offspring. 

The  predicted  came  to  pass  when  the 
bill  was  sent  to  the  speaker's  desk.  Mr. 
Jacobson  said  that  the  bill  was  Identical 
with  a  house  bill  Introduced  b.v  him.  He 
move<l,  therefore,  that  the  bill  be  not  re- 
ceived. 

Then  .Mr.  Ferris,  who  hadn't  had  a  fight 
on  the  floor  this  session,  shied  his  first  cas- 
tor. .Mr.  Ferris  said  that  he  understood 
the  Miller  bill  is  not  Identical  with  the 
Jacobson  bill.  and.  anyway,  the  hous-^ 
could  not  know  that  It  was  until  It  had 
examined  the  .Miller  bill  and  compared  the- 
fwe>.  It  was  .'i  duty  ejf  courtesy,  he  con- 
tended, that  the  house  owed  the  senate 
anel  the  senator. 

The  bill  was  re-celved  by  a  vote  of  about 
two  to  one.  and  the  speaker  announced 
that  It  would  be  referred  to  the  rallroud 
committee-,  of  whieh  Mr.  Ferris  is  chair- 
man, lle're  wa.'<  another  cieuse  of  poignant 
angui.xh  tet  the  sensitive  soul  e)f  the  gen- 
tleman from  Ihe  lake  of  volubilltv.  If 
Ferris  would  fave)r  the  Miller  bill  a"t  this 
stJ^ge,  what  chances  would  the  Jacobson 
bill  have  of  staneling  at  the  bier  of  the 
.Miller  bill  If  the  latter  were  .sent  to  the 
frle-nelly  hands  of  .Mr.    Ferris  to  throttl"? 

It  was  here  that  Jacobson  made  his  de- 
termined stand,  and  here  it  was  that  he 
again  bit  the  dust  of  defeat.  This  time 
he-  met  the  speaker.  Air.  Jacobson  object- 
e-d  to  reference  to  the  railroad  committee. 
Me  clalmeel  that  there  was  no  apparent 
reason  why  a  bill  of  tli^it  character  should 
go  to  the  rallroael  committee.  The  speak- 
er had  the  bill  handed  to  him.  and,  le>ok- 
Ing  e>n  the  title  fold,  anneiunce-el  that  the 
bill  had  gone  through  the  railreiad  com- 
mittee in  the  senate,  and  addeel  that  if 
that  committee  were  gooel  enough  for  the 
meastu'e  in  the  either  body  he  guessed  it 
would  answrr  In  the  house.

Members  of  the  Opposition 

Give  Their  Views  on 

Imperialism. 

Washington,  Feb.  28.— At  a  caucus  of 
the  Demoeratlc  membeiis.of  the  house 
of  representatives  held  in  the  hall  of 
Iho  house  last  night  the  following  dec- 
laration of  policy  and  resolution.s  as  1'. 
the  Philippines  were  adopted: 

"We  hold  that  the  constitutle)n  of  the 
United  States  was  ordained  and  estab- 
lished for  an  intelligent,  liberty-lovlnr; 
and  self-governing  i>eople,  and  cannot 
be  successfully  apjdled  to  people  of  dif- 
ferent vlrtufc.s  and  condition.  We  there- 
fore hold  that  a  colonial  policy  Is  con- 
trary to  the  theory  of  our  government 
and  .subservient  of  those  principles  of 
civil  liberty  which  we  have  been  taujjht 
to  cheris.  We  believe  with  the  Dec- 
laration of  Independence  that  all  gov- 
ernments  derive  their  just  powers  from 
the  consemt  of  the  governed,  and  we 
are  unalterably  opposed  to  the  estab- 
lishment t)f  anv  povernment  by  the 
United  States  without  the  consent  of  thp 
people  to  be  governed,  and  in  confor- 
mity with  these  princij>les  we  instrui  i 
the  minority  members  •of  the  foreign 
affairs  committee  to  introduce  and  urge- 
the  following  resolution: 

"Resolved,  that  the  United  States 
nei:eby  disclaims  any  disposition  or  In- 
tention to  exercis-e  permanent  sovereign- 
ty, jurisdiction  or  control  over  the  Phil- 
ippine islands,  and  aFsert  their  deter- 
mination, when  an  independent  govern- 
ment shall  have  been  erected  therein, 
to  transfer  to  said  government,  upon 
terms  which  shall  be  reasonable  and 
.iust,  all  right  secured  under  the  cession 
of  Spain,  and  thereupon  to  leave  the 
government  and  control  of  the  Islands 
te>  their  people." 

Another  resolution  by  Mr.  Griggs,  of 
Georgia,  was  adopted  as  follows: 

"We,  the  Democratic  membei-s  of  the 
house  of  representatives,  in  caucus  a!»- 
sembled,  commend  the  signal  loyalty 
and  valor  of  our  soldiers  and  sailors  Ir. 
the  performance  e)f  every  military  duty 
to  which  they  have  been  as- 
signed by  proper  authority,  how- 
ever much  we  may  deplore  ths 
policy  of  the  administration  now 
directing:  their  movements,  and  we 
pledge  to  them  our  hearty  support  and 
syinpathy  under  the  circumstances 
wherever  engaged." 

The  following  resolution  by  Mr.  Liv- 
ingston, of  Georgia,  was  lost: 

"Resolved,  that  the  United  States  con- 
gress, as  soon  as  the  treaty  of  peace  be- 
tween this  government  and  Spain  is  rati- 
fied, give  notice  to  t'ae  inhabitants  of 
the  Philippines  that  it  is  not  our  desire 
or  purpose  to  hold  under  permansnt  mil- 
itary control  or  as  colonial  subjects,  biU 
as  soon  as  practicable  to  aid  them  to 
establish  a  republican  form  of  govern- 
ment and  to  become  indersendent  and 
self-sustaining,  with  such  commercial 
and  military  privileges  from  the  Uniteei 
States  as  may  be  agreed  unon.  In  the 
meantime  we  will  protect  beith  persons 
and  property,  with  the  largest  ll'oerty 
to  citizens  possible  under  the  circum- 
stances." 

The  caucus  l>egan  at  8  p.  m.  and  lasted 
until  nearly  midnight.  The  attendancft 
was  large  and  little  division  of  pentin'ient 
was  manifested  on  the  general  features 
of  the  resolution=.  The  first  resolutions 
were  offered  by  Mr.  Clark,  of  Missouri, 
one  of  the  Democratic  members  of  the 
forei.ern  affairs  committee,  and  was  the 
text  for  most  e>f  the  speeches.  Among 
those  who  spoke  were:  Representatives 
Hailey.  Texas:  Allen.  Missis-ippi: 
Gaines,  Georgia:  Wheeler.  Alabama; 
Lentz.  Ohio,  and  Cov.herd,  Mi.ssourt. 

The  speeeh  of  Gen.  W"ne?ler  was  not- 
able in  differing  with  the  prevailing 
viev,-.  He  urged  that  nothing  should  b  • 
done  which  could  be  construed  as  a  lack 
of  support  to  our  soldiers.  The  hand? 
of  the  pre^sident  should  be  upheld,  he- 
said,  when  lighting  was  going  on.  At* 
.1  matter  of  expediency,  also,  he  urged 
that  f-e  narty  sh'ould  not  opr>e>sp  the 
war.  Wars  were  ponular.  ho  eledared. 
and  at  the  present  time  the  stiirit  of  the 
nfople  w.as  shown  by  the  fact  that  every 
boy  has  his  drum  and  sword,  while  trie 
mothers  were  proud  of  this  natriotir 
-pirit.  The  votes  were  i>ractically  unar;- 
inious  on  the  two  resolutions  iidoplcel, 
;ind  t""p  Livingston  resolution  was  de- 
feated by  a  large  majority.

Kansas  City,  Feb.  28.-A  feature  of  the 
trial  of  young  Jesse  James.  charge<l  with 
tr.iln  robbery,  was  the  appearance  as  a 
wltne.^M  in  his  behalf  of  Mrs.  Zerelda 
SamueJs.  74  years  old.  mother  of  the 
J^jnes  brothers  und  grandmother  of  the 
•lefeaidant.  When  the  aged  woman  ro.se 
to  b«j  sworn  she  held  up  the  stump  of  the 
5»rni  that  was  shot  oft  by  detectives,  who 
8h>.'||ed  her  house  with  a  bomb  in  an  at- 
teiipt  to  drive  out  and  arrest  her  notorl- 
oi  IS  sons. 

•Mrs.  Samuels  testified  that  she  was  at 
t  ae  James  house  on  the  night  of  the  rob- 
ii^.'ry  and  that  Jesse  was  sitting  on  the 
dorch  with  her  when  they  heard  the  ex- 
plosion of  the  dynamite  that  wrecked  the 
fxpress  .safes.  Jesse  James"  mother,  his 
isisler  and  the  defendant  himself  gave 
"testimony  to  the  same  effect. 


UULUTH'S  OPPORTITlflTIES. 

In  a  recent  letter  to  the  Philadelphia 
Press.  Its  New  York  correspondent 
makes  the  statement  that  money  is.  now 
s-o  plentiful  throughout  the  West  that 
Eastern  capitalists  can  no  longer  Rnd 
a  market  for  their  money  In  that  seollon 
of  the  country.  He  says  these  capital- 
ists are  trying  to  persuade  themselves 
that  the  Immense  wheat  crops  are  re- 
sponsible for  these  conditions,  which 
they  think  temporary  and  will  pa.'^s 
away  as  soon  as  another  short  yield 
occurs.  But  he  does  not  take  any  stock 
in  that  theory,  and  believes  the  present 
prosperous  conditions  permanent.  Re- 
ferring to  this  statement,  the  C>maha 
Bee  says: 

"Without  entering  Into  an  ext>inslve 
argument  of  the  matter,  it  may  be  said 
with  confidence  that  the  day  of  acarce 
money  and  its  corollary,  high  interest, 
has  forever  passed  in  the  West.  The 
conditions  that  have  produced  pi>)3per- 
ity  are  substantial,  and  In  so  far  as 
human  foresight  can  see  there  is  nothing 
to  indicate  they  will  not  continue  In- 
definitely. So  long  as  this  is  the-  case 
the  Eastern  capitaJlst  who  once  reaped 
a  golden  harvest  in  the  West  by  loaning 
money  at  high  rates  of  interest  must 
reconcile  himself  to  the  fact  that  his  oc- 
cupation in  that  line  is  gone.  But  while 
this  is  the  case,  there  has  never  been  ^» 
better  chance  to  realize  a  good  interr?st 
on  money  than  exists  today  in  the  aec^ 
tion  of  the  country  west  of  the  Missis- 
sippi. It  cannot  be  done  by  loaning 
money,  but  it  can  be  done  by  establish- 
ing manufacturing  and  other  indujitrles. 
There  is  scarcely  a  town  in  this  vait 
area  of  country  that  does  not  present 
from  one  to  a  hundred  opportunities  foi 
the  establishment  of  some  enterprise 
that  can  be  made  to  pay  handsome  divi- 
dends on  the  money  invested. 

'This  is  not  the  case  in  the  East 
There  every  field  of  industry  is  3o 
crowded  and  competition  so  sharp  that 
the  manufacturer  who  is  successful  in 
realizing  even  the  low  legal  rate  of  in- 
terest on  his  investment  is  fortunate. 
This  has  led  to  withholding  money  from 
these  enterprises,  and  heretofore  it  has 
found  its  way  to  the  West  for  invest- 
ment in  farm  mortgages.  Now  that  this 
section  of  the  country  has  passed  the 
stage  of  necessity,  the  thing  for  the 
I-^astem  capitali-st  to  do  Is  to  invewt  his 
money  in  Western  manufacturing  and 
industrial  enterprises.  He  has  here 
the  same  opportunities  the  East  present- 
ed in  former  days,  and  if  he  will  only 
pursue  here  the  same  course  that  he  did 
there  the  same  results  will  follow." 

No  other  place  in  the  entire  Union  pre- 
sents the  opportunities  for  the  profitable 
employment  of  capital  in  new  indu:*trie.<» 
that  are  offered  by  Duluth.  The  city's 
geographical  position  at  the  head  of 
the  great  lake  waterway  and  at  the  en- 
trance to  the  Northwest  is  an  advantage 
that  must  instantly  attract  attention. 
The  city's  close  proximity  to  the  iron 
mines  and  to  the  pine  forests  ami  the 
hardwoods  that  can  be  utilized  in  manu- 
facturing is  another  great,  advantage. 
What  is  of  supreme  importance,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  ability  to  get  cheap  raw 
material,  is  the  splendid  marker,  for 
manufactures  that  is  found  in  the  grtat 
country  west,  southwest  and  northwest 
of  the  city.  This  country  is  advancing 
with  giant  strides  and  is  growins 
Ptrrmger  dally.

A  Total  of  83  Americans   Killed   and 
347  Wounded. 

Mi:nllla.  Feb.  28.— Two  Spanish  commis- 
sioners, Senors  Rosalio  and  Abogado,  who 
wtn-  per'niittd  to  pass  through  our  lines 
und  confer  with  Agulnaldo  with  refer- 
ence to  tile  Spanish  prisoners  at  Malolos, 
returned  thiough  our  lines  ytsierday 
moiriiiif  near  Caloocan  with  scaled  dis- 
patcl  s  lor  the  Spaniards.  The  conimls- 
sioiitrs  said  that  Aguinaldo  and  Sandiako 
were  both  at  Malolos  and  inclined  to  pa- 
cjlic  ove-tures.  While  the  Filii>lnos  are 
not  yet  prepared  to  surrender  the  Span- 
Ish  prisoners,  tln*y  will  gladly  release  two 
American.^  who  have  been  held  for  six 
weeks,  on  the  payment  of  $,'?0.  the  value 
of  the  food  and  clothing  furnished  to 
'.hem. 

Shortly  afterwaids,  thu  rebels  sent 
out  a  tlaar  of  truce  borne  by  Conmiand- 
ante  Smgoroso  ue  la.  Cruz,  and  several 
hundred  of  the  enemy  left  the  Filipino 
lines  crying  "No  quire,'  "Mas  combate," 
"Americanos  mucho  bueno.'  The  com- 
mandants .-^aid  that  fully  XOiX>  of  his  men 
had  had  enough  and  were  anxious  to  sur- 
render. 

Among  the  enemy  in  the  JungU,  many 
women  and  children  were  visible.  A  wi>- 
nian  laid  down  her  rifle  and  attempted  to 
cross  with  the  parleyers,  but  wab  sent 
buck. 

After  the  party  returned  to  the  Ameri- 
can lines  the  enemy  on  the  right  fired  a

Wheeler  has  offered  the  war  depart- 
ment a  .suggestion  looking  to  the  utili- 
zation of  the  troops  to  be  added  to  tile 
army  under  the  terms  of  the  pending 
reorganization  bill  in  the  regular  estab- 
lishment Instead  of  nl  the  volunteer 
Uranjh.  The  compromise  measure  per- 
mits the  president  to  receruit  such  por- 
tion of  the  :>r).OO0  volunteers  to  be  added 
to  the  regular  army  in  time  of  emer- 
gency from  the  natives  of  the  islands 
»f  Cuba.  Porto  Klco  and  the  Philippines, 
■ts  he  may  elect.  Gen.  Wheeler  argues 
that  these  men  can  be  brought  to  a 
much  higher  state  of  efficiency,  and  be 
made  of  greater  value  to  the  military 
t>stal)llshment  If  Incorporated  In  the 
regular  army  than  if  in  the  volunteer 
iiranch. 

The  status  of  Gen.  Wheeler  himself 
is  said  to  be  such  that  he  must  take 
some  action  towards  choosing  again  be- 
fAeen  the  army  and  congress  within  a 
few  days.  It  is  believed  at  the  war  de- 
partment that  if  he  retains  his  army 
commission  until  the  afternocjff  of 
March  4,  next  Saturday,  he  will  forfeit 
his  seat  in  the  house  of  representatives 
for  the  ensuing  two  year^,  under  the 
ruling  of  the  judiciary  commltee,  to  the 
effect  that  by  holding  such  a  commis- 
sion an  officer  surrenders  his  seat  In 
congress.

NEWS  VIA  THE  JUNTA. 

Their  View    of    Events    During   the 
Manilla  Fire. 

Paris,  Feb.  2».-The  Filipino  junta  has 
receveul  a  cable  message  from  Manilla, 
Feb.  21,  via  Hong  Kong.     It  says: 

The  flre  broke  out  in  the  Chinese  quar- 
ter during  the  Chinese  New  Year  festivi- 
ties. The  Americans  provoked  the  owners 
by  demolishing  houses  before  it  was  nec- 
essary. The  Filipino  flre  engine,  owned 
•^y.  p'^nor  Ganco,  and  worked  by  British 
.subjects,  WMs  largely  Instrumental  In  ex- 
tinguishing the  flre.  The  Americans  inter- 
fered with  the  native  salvagers  and  tried 
to  capture  the  engine,  leading  to  a  con- 
lllct.  Harsh  conduct  elsewhere  led  to 
general  rtghting.  The  Americans  retired 
to  the  walled  city  and  the  fleet  bombard- 
ed the  suburbs,  believing  the  city  was 
endangered.  This  cau.sed  the  Tondo  lire. 
Agulnaldo's  troops  then  attacked  and  en- 
tered Tondo.  Santa  Cruz  and  Kalpo. 

Conflagrations  broke  out  at  Benondo 
and  Malade,  and  the  citv  was  surrounded 
by  a  line  of  burning  hou.ses. 

The  flghtlng  continued  Wednesday  and 
Thursday.  Tne  Americans  bv  that  time 
were  greatly  fatigued  by  the  sun  fires 
and  continued  service. 

On  the  other  hand  the  Filipinos  were 
continually  rc-enforced  and  the  Ameri- 
cans crossed  the  Pnente  de  Esimna  to  pre- 
vent the  Filipinos  from  invading  the  city. 
The  Americans  then  fired  on  every  one 
standing  at  the  doors  and  windows  and 
thus  killed  the  engineer  and  manager  of 
Andrews  cotton  mill.  The  foreigners  ap- 
plied to  the  foreign  ships  for  help  and  a 
number  of  marines  wer»>  to  be  landed, 
when  Admiral  Dewey  intimated  that  such 
landing  would  be  an  act  of  hostility,  and 
that  his  ships  would  flre  upon  any  land- 
ing party.  Some  British  blue  jackets, 
however,  landed  unarmed,  to  act  as  ttre- 
men  and  remained  on  guard  at  the  Brit- 
ish consulate,  banks  and  other  British 
property. 

The  Andrews  cotton  mills,  belonging  to 
British  subjects  suffered  severely.  The 
Americans  searched  British  property, 
seeking  Insurgents. 

Indiscriminate  street  shooting  was 
prevalent.  Men,  women  and  children 
were  killed.  The  bodies  of  140  Americans 
have  already  been  collected.  Their  loss 
in  killed  and  w<iunded  will  reach  400.  The 
bodies  of  31'()  Filipino  men,  425  women  and 
2s»)  children  have  bt^n  recovered  in  the 
streets.  About  500  natives  were  wound- 
ed. 

The  loss  to  foreign  property  Is  estimated 
at  |ri<K»,(l0(i  to  native  property  J0,00,()00. 
About  liiW)  houses  wero  burned.

It  Will  End  Vessel   Building

Great  Lakes. 

Cleveland.  Feb.  28.— It  is  learned  that 
a  meeting  of  the  representatives  of  the 
shipyards  on  the  great  lakes  was  held 
in  this  city  yesterday  to  discuss  the 
proposed  consolidation  of  shipyard  in- 
terests. It  is  stated  that  the  deal  will 
undoubtedly  be  consummated,  and  that 
within  sixty  days  the  new  organization 
will  be  in  working  order.  Prnctically 
all  the  yaids  on  the  lakes  will  lie  in  the 
combine.  It  is  proposed  to  purchase 
outright  the  Wheeler  yard  at  Bay  City. 
Mich.  The  consideration  will  Involve; 
millions  of  dollars  invested  in  shipyard 
plants  and  put  an  end  to  competition  in 
vessel  building  on  the  lakes.

A  Plucky    Courier  Brings  a 

Reprieve  For  Walla 

Tonka. 

Antlers,  1,  T.,  Feb.  28.— Tlie  race  with 
death  of  the  courier  of  United  State.-< 
Judge  Claytons  court,  for  the  life  of 
Walla  Tonka,  the  condemned  Choctaw 
Indian,  was  won  by  a  hair's  breadth  by 
the  courier,  who  made  the  wild  ride  from 
South  McAlesier  to  Alikclii.  Walla  Tonka 
was  to  have  lieen  shot  Monday  mor.iing 
for  the  murder  of  his  uncle,  and  came  to 
the  execution  grounds  as  he  had  promised 
to  do.  he  having  been  at  liberty  pending 
linal   action    by   the  court. 

Last  week  a  reprieve  for  a  rehearing  of 
the  ca.se  was  ordered  by  Judge  Clavion 
and  the  courier  dispatched  on  the"  so- 
mile  journey.  Hain  was  falling  in  torrents 
and  there  was  every  cause  for  fear  that 
he  could  not  reach  Allkchf.  The  first  part 
ot  the  journey  was  not  so  bad,  but  he 
had  but  one  broncho  to  carry  him  the 
distance.  It  was  after  midnight  Sunday 
morning  when  he  reached  the  flooded 
Kianucki  river.  Here  he  remained  till 
dayiig^ht,  when  he  swam  the  stream  with 
his  pony.  The  pony  was  almost  exhausted 
wnen  Big  creek  was  reached  and  a  long 
detour  was  necessary,  which  cause<i 
hours  of  delay.  Night  came  and  more 
rain,  and  when  the  Seven  Devils  hill  was 
reached  the  broncho  was  staggering  He 
fell  to  the  ground  with  tne  rider  and  both 
slept,  though  but  ten  miles  from  AJikchl. 

Before  dawn  they  were  up  again  and 
finally  the  broncho,  bearing  the  courier, 
staggered  to  the  execution  grounds 
where  the  witnesses,  executioners  and 
Walla  Tonka  were  facing  death.  The 
Indian  heard  his  renrievc  without  com- 
ment and  will  ai)pear  oefore  Judge  Clav- 
ton  forthwith.

Henry  Nolte  Failed  to  Find 

Clements  of  Greatness 

In  Bismarck. 


The  rniiy  iluli  held  an  interesting 
meeiins  last  night,  at  which  '•Bismarik 
and  tfladstonc"  were  discus^^ed  b> 
Henry  Nolte  and  Alfred  Jaques  an'l 
others.  Mr.  Xolte  was  the  first  spealtef 
and  he  toolt  up  nismarok.  He  failed  tu 
ttnd  the  materials  fur  hero  worship  in 
the  Iron  Chanoellor  that  many  have 
round.  He  considered  him  a  man  of  ne 
great  force,  and  he  believed  that  hi.* 
good  ideas  he  took  from  William,  th^' 
tirst  emperor  of  Germany.     BismarckV 

main  idea  was  to  Prussianize  ail  of  the 
«;e;man  states,  and  he  would  bave  ac- 
complished this  if  it  had  not  liecn  for 
determined  opposition. 

Mr.  Nolte  bepan  by  picturing  the  Ger- 
man confederation  at  the  time  of  Bis- 
marck's tirrth  in  1815.  Tnere  were  then 
lorty  states,  with  Prussia  and  Austria 
at  the  head  of  opposing  factions.  The 
ctinfederation  was  in  a  constant  state 
of  upheaval  and  unrest,  caused  by  po- 
litiial  and  religious  questions.  April  1 
of  that  year.  Otto  von  Bismarck  was 
l)orn.  The  speaked  briefly  sketched  his 
life. At  school  he  is  said  to  have  been 
a  great  drinker,  a  great  fighter  and  a 
great  smoker,  but  a  p<  or  student.  After- 
wards he  was  an  indifferent  lawyer. 
When  he  was  on  his  estates  he  acted  in 
such  a  wild  manner  as  t..  earn  th,- 
name  of  "Crazy  Bis;i:arck."  His  first 
appearance  as  a  lawmaker  wa.s  as  a 
deputy  to  the  Prussian  diet  in  184", 
v.here  he  was  an  aggressive  fighter  and 
the  enun -iator  of  doctrines  that  were 
not  popular.  He  believed  fully  in  the 
divine  right  of  kings  and  his  own  right 
to  bask  in  the  l»orrovved  glory  and 
lK>wer  of  the  kingship.  He  believed  that 
might  was  right,  and  that  the  tenure 
of  the  king  was  based  on  histtry  and 
revealed  religion.  While  the  people  of 
Prus.sia  were  demanding  a  constitution- 
al government  Bismarck  was  righting 
the  demand.  At  the  same  time  he  was 
intriguing  against  Austria,  and  he  did 
not  want  the  confederation  to  help  her 
in  her  fight  with  Italy.  He  had  repre- 
sented PriLssia  at  the  Frankfort  reirh- 
stas.  and  his  opposition  to  Austria  put 
him  in  bad  odor  there,  so  he  was  sent 
\  >  llussia.  Whtn  Williatn  I  became 
king  of  Piussia  he  called  Bismarck  to 
help  him  against  the  Pru.ssian  dU:.  and 
t<^gether  tliey  worked  for  many  year* 
to  advance  Pru.ssla  and  the  Prussian 
kingship,  and  this  was  what  Bismarck 
meant  by  "German  unity," 

When  then-  wns  war  between  Prussia 
ami  Au,>*tria,  some  of  the  minor  .states 
h.'iped  Austria,  and  when  it  was  over 
IMsaiarck  swept  the  Hanoverian  kin-^ 
«'ff  the  board  and  annex:>i  Hanover,  "He 
was  not  one  of  the  divine  kind,  "  said 
Mr.  Nolte.  He  also  made  some  of  the 
other  states  pay  a  large  war  indemnity 
for  daring  to  look  pleasantly  at,  Aus- 
tria, During  the  four  years  of  peace 
that  follovved  Bismarck  was  scheming. 
He  .«aw  that  universal  suffra?<'  was 
<'>ming  anyway,  so  he  made  himself  it;^ 
.«!  xnsor.  Mr.  Nolte  thought  it  would 
I'w'Vf  come  before  had  it  not  lieen  for 
:  i^niarck.  His  subsequent  career  Mr. 
Xolte  sketched  briefly. 

.Alfred  Jaques  compared  the  two  men. 
I'.irima.ck  was  the  greatest  rea'  iionaiy 
siattsmun.  and  it  was  sun.etimes 
thought  that  he  iiad  been  b'Jrn  40-)  years 
too  lute.  Gladstone  was  the  greatt-st 
liiveral  state.sman  of  his  age.  Bi.smarck 
\\>is  a  courtier,  Glad.stone  was  a  fluf 
I'OJiticlan  in  the  best  sense  of  the  word. 
Mr.  Jaques  thought  the  courtier  had  the 
Itest  of  it.  for  he  had  but  one.  the  king, 
to  please,  while  the  politician  had  the 
I-'<.ple  to  cater  to.  Gladstone,  the 
>l>eakcr  said,  was  never  ahead  of  the 
people,  but  whenever  he  found  himself 
behind  them  he  made  haste  to  catch  up. 
He  thought  <;iadstone  did  more  for 
Knerland  than  Bismarck  did  for  Ger- 
many. Bismarck  did  much  f  jr  the 
Prussian  kingship  and  little  r»r  the 
German  people.  His  aim  was  to  mako 
the  throne  secure  and  the  people  sui.- 
irissive. 

Henry  F.  Greene  thought  Gladston'^ 
a  ip-eat  liberal  leader,  but  he  admired 
Blsmar:-k  more  than  he  did  Gladstone, 
fie  .succeeded  in  the  fac  of  jjreat  and 
d.tcrmined  opposition,  while  Gladston.' 
f.il lowed  the  ideas  of  a  majority  of  the 
H:iti«h  public.  Mr.  Greene  did  not 
liiink  there  was  so  much  difference  be- 
ivv'-en  a  courtier  anrl  a  j>olitician.  A 
king  is  every  bit  as  fickle  as  a  people, 
atid  the  politician  holds  his  pla«  e  only 
■'  iih  a  different  kind  of  flattery  than 
tio-  courtier.  He  admired  especially  in 
i'.i^marck  his  straight  forwadness. 
There  was  very  little  humbug  or 
hypocrisy  about   him,   he  thought.

The  council  last  evening  listened  lo 
another  long  chapter  in  the  Resche 
matter.  The  police  and  license  commit- 
tee submitted  two  reports,  one  on  the 
resolutionB  of  Company  C  condemning 
the  manner  in  which  the  committee  hart 
conducted  the  first  invcstlgailim,  and  the 
other  as  to  its  further  investigation  and 
its  conclusions  thereon.  The  commit- 
tee acquits  itself  of  all  charges  of  unfair- 
ness and  reaffirms  its  conclusions  on  the 
first  investigation. 

The  matter  of  awarding  the  telephone 
franchise  was  made  a  special  order  of 
business  for  next  week.  A  substitute 
ordinance  was  reported  from  the  com- 
mittee, providing  that  the  residence 
service  shall  be  what  is  known  as  inde- 
pendent, a  single  telephone  on  a  lino; 
that  long-distance  copper  wires  shall 
be  used,  with  metallic  circuit:  that  tele- 
phones shall  be  placed  in  residences  on 
r«yment  of  a  quarter's  rent,  and  that 
the  plant  shall  be  ready  to  operate  by 
Jan.  1.  1900,  barring  unavoidable  deJav. 
Attorney  William  Harrison,  in  behalf 
of  .Mr.  Kvans,  stated  that  there  were 
no  objections  to  the  amendments. 

There  was  considerable  debate  orer 
the  question  of  postponing  action.  Al- 
derman Jefferson  wanted  to  leave  it  for 
the  new  council.  The  new  members 
were  elected  on  this  issue,  he  said:  they 
came  direct  from  the  people. 

Alderman  (JrifTm  wanted  to  know 
where  the  rest  of  the  aldermen  had  come 
from. 

Alderman  Krumsieg  ontuKsed  delay. 
The  present  council  knew  as  well  what 
the  people  wanted  as  the  new  one.  To 
let  it  go  over  to  the  new  council  meant 
that  the  work  would  all  have  to  be  done 
over  again. 

"It  doesn't  matter  much,"  remarked 
Alderman  Cromwell.  "There  are  only 
two  of  us  who  would  dare  to  vote  In 
favor  of  the  ordinance  anyhow."  The 
two  were  Alderman  John.«on  and  hiin- 
st'lt.  It  might  as  well  be  turned  down 
now.  I 

The  contract  wit*>  Herman  Bros., 
Becklinger  &  Keindl  for  lighting  N"\v 
Ouluth  was  confirmed  after  a  long  dis- 
cussion. Alderman  Jefferaon  asserted 
that  it  was  a  job.  The  expen.se  wa.s  un- 
nece.ssary,  he  said,  and  he  asked  tiie 
city  attorney  if  he  had  not  held  that  a 
contract  for  five  vears  was  void  in  lav.-. 
The  latter  .said  that  under  some  cir- 
cumstances contracts  for  that  period  had 
been  .oeld  void,  but  that  he  did  not  rcx 
gard  this  as  a  case  of  that  kind. 

Alderman  Crowley  thought  that  th^ 
city  had  better  buy  the  plant  now  at 
$5000:  the  city  would  be  ahead  $38,000 
at   the  end  of  five  years. 

The  ordinance  and  resolutions  repoi  te  i 
against  the  adoption  at  this  time  of 
Alderman  Duren's  ordinance  revoking 
the  right-of-way  of  the  Duluth  &  Su- 
perior Short  IJne  niilroad  across  Oak 
and  Pine  avenues.  The  report  was  re- 
ceived. 

Alderman  Cromwell  opp<ised  granting 
Jiilia  Atkinson  permission  to  transfer 
her  liquor  license  from  .13,1  to  208  West 
Superior  street.  The  move  was  contem- 
'ilated,  he  said.  In  order  to  obtain  In 
creased  facilities  for  accoinmo<iatln>; 
fast  Women.  He  asserted  that  they  were 
running  in  and  out  of  the  present  pla<  e 
all  the  time,  and  if  the  saloon  moved  to 
the  place  desired  there  wouM  be  a 
"boriible  nest"  of  them.  Aldennac. 
Jefferson  inqiiin-d  of  Alderman  Crom- 
well if  he  had  personal  knowledge 
whereof  he  spoke,  and  the  latter  said 
that  he  had  seen  women  in  there  at 
different  times.

Resche  without  a 
hearing  and  explained  why  It  had  deemed 
It  necessary  to  do  the  same  thing  by 
Henry  Truel.sen,  Jr.  In  the  second  report, 
the  committee  rcaftirms  Its  conclusmns 
on  the  testimony  of  ('.  O.  Lucken.  the 
only  enli.-^ted  man  who  testified  on  the 
second  in\'estigatlon.  the  others  who  were 
summonoo,  IncludiuK  Henry  Truelsen,  Jr., 
hiiving  refused  to  do  .«!o  "on  the  Kround 
that  the  committee  cunductlng  the  exam- 
ination  wis   the  om-   protested   against.

Crew  of  the  Sinking  Galatea 

Rescued  By  the  Steamer 

Garton. 

Dartmouth,  Eng.,  Feb.  28.— The  Brit- 
ish j'teamer  Garton,  Capt.  Willis,  from 
Biunswick  and  Norfolk  for  Bremen, 
arrived  here  today,  having  on  board 
the  second  offi<-cr  and  six  of  the  crew 
of  the  British  bark  iJalatea,  Capt. 
Lewis,  of  St.  John.  N.  H.,  from  Turk.^ 
island,  with  salt  for  Boston,  reported 
on  Feb.  18  to  have  been  abandoned,  dis- 
masted and  waterlogged. 

The  Galatea  was  abandoned  on  Feb. 
1."},  at  which  time  she  was  in  a  sink- 
ing condition.  Previous  to  that  the 
bark  had  experienced  terrible  weather, 
and  began  to  leak  rapidly.  On  Feb.  lli 
Capt.  Lewi.s,  tne  chief  olflcer,  the  stew- 
ard, stewardess  and  three  se.imen  lefM 
her  in  the  only  remaining  boat,  tlU' 
others  having  l)een  stove  in  during  tJi» 
gale.  The  boat  was  lost  sight  of  in  a 
furious  gale,  and  the  second  officer  ca  1- 
siders  it  impossible  for  her  to  ha'  e 
weathered  the  storm.  The  same  evei  i- 
ing  the  Garton  hove  In  sight  and  tooK 
off  the  remainder  of  the  ciew  of  t"iie 
Galatea  at  a  great  risk.  The  high  seas 
running  prevented  the  boat  launctied 
by  the  Garton  from  approaching  the 
sinking  bark,  so  the  men  on  lioard  the 
latter  donned  life  jackets  and  w.  re 
hauled  through  the  water. 

Capt.  Lewis,  according  to  the  seeond 
officer,  took  with  him  all  the  provisions 
and  left  the  remainder  of  the  crew  on 
board  the  sinking  shij),  although,  he 
adds,  there  was  room  for  all  in  the  liout, 
which  hung  about  the  bark  until  1:30  p. 
m,  and  then  rowed  off.

torneyship. 


WILL    NOT    RETURN 


W.    B.   Phelps    Not    Willing 
To  Back  Out  of  His  Resig- 
nation. 


.\t  the  next  meeting  of  thft  board  of 
county  commissioners,  which  will  be 
held  Friday  afternoon,  in  addition  to  ihe 
routine  of  pay  ndls,  reports  of  offlctrs. 
etc-.,  the  most  important  piece  of  busi- 
ness to  be  attended  to  will  be  the  con- 
sideration of  the  resignation  of  County 
Attorney  Phelps.  It  is  stated  thai  nn 
effort  will  be  made  to  induce  Mr.  Phelps 
to  reconsider  his  determination,  at  least 
so  far  as  to  handle  the  criminal  matters 
coming  up  at  the  March  term  of  court, 
which  commences  tomorrow.  Mr. 
Phelps,  however,  said  today  that  he 
would  not  listen  to  any  such  proposal. 

The  bond  of  Surveyor  General  of  Logs 
John  D.  Brady  will  be  oresented  for 
approval.  It  Is  a  surety  bond  from  the 
Fidelity  and  Dei»osit  company,  of  Mary- 
land, and  has  already  been  favorably 
reported  upon  by  the  county  attorney. 

The  reiHirt  of  the  county  attorney  upon 
the  legality  of  the  change  made  in  the 
boundary  line  between  St.  Louis  and 
I-«Ue  counties  will  be  presented.  This 
offloial  is  of  opinion  that  the  change 
was  illegal  anti  that  the  7000  acres  in- 
volved in  the  pro|x)sition  should  be  taxed 
on  the  books  of  St.  Louis  county. 

The  c\>mmissioner  will  also  discuss 
and  perhaps  take  action  upon  the  list 
of  personal  pmperty  judgments,  and 
will  select  from  the  list  those  judgments 
that  seem  to  be  collectible.  Upon  tnese 
executions  will  be  issued  and  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  sheriff.  He  will  be  in- 
structed to  levy  under  these  executions 
on  any  property  he  can  find,  and  from 
the  stand  the  board  has  taken  in  this 
matter  it  is  quite  evident  that  busi- 
ness is  meant.  There  are  a  large  num- 
her  of  names  on  the  list  of  people  the 
members  of  the  board  feel  are  aniplv 
abli?  to  stand  their  share  of  the  public 
expense,  and  the  board  does  not  propose 
that  they  shall  escai)e  lightly.  WJth 
the  various  penalties  and  costs  of  judg- 
ment and  execution,  the  taxes  are 
much  Increased,  and  the  proposed  levy 
will  further  increa.'se  them.
